Summary of Hetos from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Our alvices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 17th 


Sept., but by the Pacific mail we have seven days’ later news, 
viz., to the 24th Sept. ; the French mail from London July 18 
arrived out on the 6th Sept., the following P. and O. mail of 
July 25 on the 13th Sept., and the French mail of Ist Aug. on 
the 19th Sept. The Japun Mail gives the following items of 
news :— 


H.R.H. the Duke of Genoa still remains here. A review of 
the Japanese troops in garrison at Yedo was given in his honour 
on the 8th Sept., in presence of the Mikado and several of the 
Foreign Ministers, &c. The Duke afterwards took luncheon 
with his Majesty. 

An address has been presented to the Duke of Genoa by a 
minority of the Italians here, the remainder appearing to dissent 
from it in consequence of their democratic principles. 

Up to date only some 20,000 cartons of silkworm eggs have’ 
arrived, and the Italian graineurs appear to be much annoyed 
at the new regulations. They have held a large meeting on the 
subject, but their deliberations have been kept secret; it is 
known, however, that a long telegram has been sent home to 
their Government, protesting against the course taken by the 
Minister of Agriculture, in requesting the Japanese Govern- 
ment to delay the transmission of cards from the interior to 
Yokohama, 

Great disgust has been expressed here at the news of the new 
Postal Convention concluded with the United States. The 
effect of the convention, if carried out, will be to divert a large 
portion of the correspondence now carried by the American tine 
to the English and French ones. A hope is, however, expressed 
that the Chamber of Commerce will take some steps to protest 
against the intended scheme. 

In view of an approaching visitation of cholera, quarantine 
regulations have been drawn up, but they have not yet been 

romulgated officially, owing to the fact that they are not to be 
bronght into operation unless necessity should arise. 

It is stated that it is the intention of the Government to 
abolish the Shoshas, or great trading corporations, which have a 
virtual monopoly of mercantile negotiations, and to establish 
National and Joint Stock Banks at the great centres of com- 
merce. 

The weather during the past fortnight has been much cooler, 
agcompanied with considerable rain. In some instances this has 
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unfortunately fallen in excess, and from several parts of the 
country heavy floods are reported, which have carried away the 
crops and done much damage. 

The Japanese Embassy, after its long voyage round the world, 
returned here via Shanghai on the 13th. They were saluted by 
the various men-of-war on landing from the ship, and imme- 
diately proceeded to Yedo. 

H.MS. Codmus arrived from the Russian settlements in the 
north on the 16th, and brings news that the English Admiral 
and eqaadron nay be expected here in the beginning of October. 

The review in Yodo, commencing at the inconveniently early 
hour of eight o’clock, on the &th inst., the foreign representatives 
who Jiad been invited to be present went to the railway station 
at Yokohama, intending to go by the first. train, but only a por- 
tion of them succeeded in obtaining tickets ; the reninintlar were 
refused, on the ground that the train was full! The fortunate 
ones Were the Ministers for France and America, and Mr. 
Watson, British Secretary of Legation. The German Minister, 
the Minister for Holland, the Spanish Chargé dA ffuires, and 
some officers from the German ship, in full dress uniform, were 
all left behind, annch to their annoyance. The Japanese officials 
were obduraty, and, in spite of remonstrances and protests, re- 
fused to add another carriage to the train (for which, it is said, 
there was time), which would have met the entire difficulty. 

was no foreign railway official present, or the absurd 
contretemps would, we think, not have been permitted to occur.

he Japan. Mail says :—-We have on several occasions drawn 
attention to the great irregularities which occur in the transmis- 
sion of letters by the Japanese Post-office, and are glad to see 
that the subject has met with altention el4ewhere. A  post-oflice 
to be of any real value must be absolutely trustworthy as re- 
gards the delivery of letters, and as punctual as the nature of cir- 
cumstances permits. The Japanese Post-office is neither the one 
nor the other. Letters entrusted to it are often irregularly deli- 
vered, and sometimes lost altogether, or, at all events, never 
delivered. In making the latter charge we do so on personal 
experience, and it is the gravest fault with which such an insti- 
tution can be charged. 

The fruits of the bad policy of sending Japanese youths 
shroad for their education, before they have had that prelimi- 
fhary preparation which we have always contended to be neces- 
sary, are now beginning to show themselves abundantly. The 
majority of these youths come back to their own country with 
the most imperfect understanding of what they have seen else- 
where, a superticial smattering of two or three “ologies” or 
“jams,” a taste for beef and beer, and a prodigious contempt for 
their own country. They are insolent to their fellows, ambitious 
of the notice of foreigners, contemptuous towards the learning 
and traditions of Japan, and profoundly ignorant of ours, 

We mierstand that an English uy, Mrs. Chaplin-Ayrton, 
wife of Professor W. KE. Ayrton, of the new Imperial College of 
Enginecring at Tokei, has recently settled in that city with the 
ftitention of practising medicine.

The members of the Embassy, by the Pacitic mail steamer 
Golden Aye, have arrived here, en route for Yedo. A salute was 
fired by the Government battery in honour of their arrival. The 
Japanese ensign was shortly afterwards saluted by the United 
States flagship Wurtford, being duly acknowledged by the Go- 
vernment battery. 

At the public auction held by the China and Japan Trading

TIENTSIN. 

For some days previous to the 10th Sept. the weather at this 
port was, for the time of the year, extremely warm and close. 
At noon on the 9th the barometer, which had not moved for 
about a month, began to fall ; and although no indication of a 
change of weather could be observed in the sky or in the tem- 
perature, we inferred that something was brewing. On that day 
the river water was higher than ever it had been either this year 
or during 1872 or 1871. In some places it was level with the 
bund, and in most places only four or five inches below the top ; 
and we were apprehensive that if we had a north-easterly storm 
the water would come over the bund and inundate the southern 
and unraised part of the settlement. Shortly before 3 a.m. on 
the 10th a breeze came out of the west, and a few minutes later 
rain began to fall. Then the wind shifted round to the north, 
and it soon blew a gale with heavy rain. The rain continued 
and we received intelligence that the Grand Canal and some 
other of the inland waters beyond Tientsin had burst their 
banks, and that the water was rapidly covering the western 

lain. At noon the plain for a considerable distance east of the 
Treaty Joss-house, which is about a mile and a half from the 
settlement, was covered with a yellow-coloured water, which was 
advancing fast towards the settlement. At dark the plain water 
was almost level with the raised Taku-road which forms the 
western boundary of the settlement ; and it was rising rapidly 
in height and almost surrounded the Club-house. A great num- 
ber of people, who had been engaged gathering in paddy, were 
caught in the plain and drowned. 

At daylight on the 11th inst. the Taku-road was completely 
covered with water, which also .covered several of the west or 
back lots of the settlement. The plain waters are still rising 
and spreading over the country up to the present moment 
Several of the cellars in the settlement have been flooded. The 
river water has fallen since the banks were burst. Foreigners 
who have lately gone up to town have on their return declared 
the stench in several of the streets perfectly horrible, arising 
from the river water having got into them. A great number of 
houses have been washed down outside the west gate. 





SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2st 
Sept. ; the French mail from London Aug. 1 arrived out on the 
15th Sept. The following items of news are from the North 
Chinu Herald :— 

A singular accident occurred on the 3rd Sept. at a joss feast 
in the Hongkew village, which has resulted in the death of a 
Chinainan. An expectant crowd of covlies were bbetag serene 
ceive the joss-cakes which are distributed as part of the estival, 
and some in their eagerness were pressing the men in charge 
the basket. One of the latter pushed a coolie sharply to one 
side, bringing him into collision with a travelling shoemaker's 
bench, over which he stumbled. A knife lay on the bench, 
from the way in which it was struck by the man’s body th 
handle must have been depressed and the Made raised, so that it 
pierced him in the region of the stomach. Assisted by the men 
who had been the innocent cause of the mishap he reached the 
Police-station, and was scnt on to the Chinese Hopsital, where 
the wound was dressed by Drs. Macgowan and Meadows, 4 
truding portion of the bowel having to be returned to its place. 
Every care was taken, but inflammation set in, and the ma® 
died on Sunday night. An inquiry was to have been held by 
the Chihsien, but no blame seems to be attachable to anyone, 
nor did the deceased attribute any. 
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The British ship Lewnder brought the news here a few day 
since that the Downe Castle, which left Shanghai recently for 
Hong Kong, was about thirty miles east. of the Lenconnas, in a 

ially disabled condition, The very heavy weather before 
and since that time gave some grounds for apprehension respect- 
ing her safety; and H.B.M. Consul communicated with the 
Senior Naval officer, Captain Le Hunte Ward, of the Thetis, as 
to the advisability of sending out a vessel to her assistance. The 
master of the Leander, however, stated that the Done Castle, 
when seen by him, was not in distress ; that she was under jury- 
masts, with courses and head sails set, standing in towards the 
land, about thirty miles east of Leuconna, probably with the in- 
tention of returning to Shanghai, the weather being fine at the 
time. Taking this statement into consideration, coupled with 
the fact that on the following morning it came on to blow hard 
from the northward, it is believed that the Downe Castle would, 
under the circumstances, bear up for some port under her lee, 
viz., Foochow, or even her destiuation, Hong Kong- either of 
which ports, with the wind which prevailed along the coast dur- 
ing the succeeding four days, she would speedily reach. It was 
decided therefore to be unnecessary to send in quest of her. 

An unfortunate accident has occurred while the Shantung, 
from Chefoo, was approaching Woosung, by which Bishop Harris 
and his party of fellow travellers, who were passengers from the 
North by the steamer, lost a portion of their baggaye, journals, 
and the curiosities and specimens they had collected during their 
trip. The Fychow was observed coming down the river bound 
for Hankow, and the travellers desiring to jem her, Captain 
Winsor gave orders that a boat should be got in veadiness. The 
baggage which it was intended to tranship was placed in the 
boat, the steamer continuing on her course meanwhile, and the 
boat. was being lowered so as to be in immediate readiness for 
embarkation, when the tackle fouled, causing one end to descend 
more rapidly than the other. The boat partially capsized in 
consequence, and the articles placed in it were thrown into the 
water and instantly carried out of sight by the tide. The party 
who have met with this serious misfortune were therefore obliged 
to come on to Shanghai. 

A few days since, while the steamer Galley of Lorne was coming 
to an anchor below the shipping, she swung acainst a junk, 
causing such damage to the hull by a blow from her serew that 
the junk began to fill, and appeared likely to sink in mid-channel 
at her moorings. The tug Fokelén, however, which had been 
rendering assistance to the Galley of Lorne while the latter 
steamer was temporarily aground, took the junk in tow, and 
beached her on the Pootung shore, near the Naval Yard. She 
soon became water-lovved, and a number of boats commenced 
pilfering the cargo which could be yot at. The junk was laden 
with beans, peas, beancake and oil from Newchwang for Shang- 
hai, and the swelling of the cargo from the soaking it received 
burst the sides of the vessel in several places. We understand 
that the agents of the steamer have accepted responsibility for 
the consequences of the accident. 

Our Newchwang correspondent writes :—There is no par- 
tieular news, except that the country is flooded by the late 
heavy and unusual rain. The poor people, rather than starve, 
band themselves together and become ‘“ Ma-tatze ”--mounted 
robbers ! which, by-the-bye, requires some capital to begin with, 
as they say these brigands are better mounted than, though not 
80 well led as, the mandarin soldiers. Our Commissioner of 
Customs during an excursion up the river was fired upon by 
river pirates ; but, though the only foreigner on found after 
showing himself in the hope that he would not be attacked, and 
receiving several shots, which fortunately only entered his boat 
—he returned the fire, killing at least one scoundrel. We hoy 
to get a few marines for the winter, as the neighhourhood of the 
robbers makes it unsafe. 

A Hankow correspondent writes :—We have had a sandstorm 
here, which was very disagrecable,but now the atmosphere is beau- 
tifully clear and bright again. Rain is wanted very much ; all 
our gardens are parched, and we dare not begin sowing until the 
rain comes on. Business is over for the season, although nearly 
every one is trying to delude himself that it is not. 

From the steamer Pekin we learn that during her stay at 
Hankow the water rose six inches. She also reports the Acteon 
Buoy to be in a sinking condition. 

Over fift aa and likely” have arrived by the Shantung 
from the North. The arrivals promise well for the next race 
meeting, which we hear that the enterprise of the noble owners 
is also tending to make a great success. 

The 8.8, Cadiz, which was put up to auction by the China and 
Japan Trading Company, was bought in at Tls. 25,500, the bid- 
ding seers Tis. 25,400. 

e following items of intelligence are from the Shanghai 
Courter :-— 

Mr. George Ford has been brought up at the Supreme Court 
under a warrant of arrest, which charged him with the wilful 
murder of a Chinaman shot by him last week at Honque. The 
case has been adjourned till the 22nd Sept., when the evidence 
taken will be read over and signed, counsels’ remarks will be 
heard, and the magistrate will give his decision whether there is 
a case for trial. 

In addition to the numerous cases of detention by the Woosung 
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Bar recently reported, we have to note that of the ss. China, 
drawing only sixteen fect, on the 16th Sept., and that of the s.s. 
(ilenfalloch, which arrived at Woosung on the 17th, and has the 
pleasant prospect of being detained there till the next spring 
tides. The French mail steamer Jrraovaddy, arriving on the 
15th, did not get up the river till the 18th ; and the last outward 
mail steamer, the Ava, grounded, and had to put back, but was 
able to proceed by the next tide. 

It is stated on good authority that there will shortly be a 
general rendezvous of the U.S. Asiatic squadron at Shanghai, 
and that Admiral Jenkins will ascend the Yangteze during the 
fall. The despatch steamer Palos goes to Tientsin, and the gun- 
boat Suco is to be left in Japan.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 27th Sept. ; no later mail from 


London had arrived out. The following items of news are from 
the Chinu Mail :-— 


The subject of the telegraphic irregularities between HongKong 
and the northern ports having again been the cause of complaint 
in the Chamber of Commerce, the chairman, Mr. Ryrie, has 
communicated with Mr. Fuller, the secretary of the Eastern Ex- 
tension at Singapore, and the Board of Directors of the Great 
coe at Copenhagen, with a view to remedying the diffi- 
culty. : 

Tn his letter to Mr. Fuller, Mr. Ryrie states that from the es- 
tablishment of the (treat Northern line between Hong Kong and 
Shanghai there has been a continued series of breakages to the 
cable, and that upon the completion of the line to Japan, and 
finally to Amoy, the inconvenience has increased. He also calls 
attention to the apparent indifference and delay in effecting re- 
pairs which seem to exist now that the Great Northern Company 
has, by its arrangements with the Eastern Extension, secured a 
monopoly of the service. The communication to the directors of 
the Great Northern is very similar in effect, and after enlarging 
upon the great inconvenience which the mercantile communit 
suffers on account of these telegraphic irregularities, Mr. Ryrie 
concludes by suggesting that the laying down of a new cable 
would be a very desirable measure, and would redound alike to 
the advantage of the commercial community and the company. 

A reply has been received from Mr. Fuller, in which it is 
stated that Mr. Ryrie’s letter has been forwarded to the directors, 
together with a statement describing the nature of public feel- 
ing on the question. 

We learn from the North that the following changes are to 
take place in the Customs :—Mr. Glover goes as Commissioner to 
Shanghai, and Mr. Wright goes to Foochow in Mr. Glover's 
place. Mr. Man goes to Newchwang on promotion ; Mr. James 
Hart takes Takow, Mr. H. O. Brown Chefoo, and Mr. Rubery 
remains in charge at Swatow, pending Mr. Hammond’s return. 

The British barque Hopeiell, from London, which arrived at 
Shanghai on the 19th, with eighty tons of gunpowder on board, 
included in her cargo, reports that she spoke the British ship 
Atalanta on the 15th of September, from Hong Kong to San 
Francisco, which reported having had severe weather off For- 
moga, and had seen a vessel founder during the gale. Perhaps 
this was the “white steamer” spoken of by the junk people as 
having been seen to founder about the time of the su d_ loss 
of the Cheops, At all events there seems to be evidence that 
some vessel has foundered. It would be interesting to know if 
any missing vessel painted white left Hong Kong a short time 
previous, 

Tho points selected for meteorological stations will be divided 
into three groups. The first will comprise Possiette, Yokohama 
and Nagasaki, with, we presume, Nicolaifsk, should the Russian 
authorities be willing to co-operate as fully as is hoped. The 
second will extend from Nagasaki to Shanghai, Amoy and Hong 
Kong, with sub-stations at Newchwang, Peking, Taku, Miaotao 
Shantung Promontory, Hankow, Kew-Kcang and Chinkeang, 
Wusung, Sa-weishan, Gutzlaff, the Saddles, Chinhai, White 
Dogs, Tamsui and Anping, Chapel Island, the Lamocks, 
Whampoa, and Kiungchow. It will thus be seen that a most 
thorough system of observation will be carried out on the China 
coast, Shanghai and Hong Kong being the head-quarters to 
which the sub-stations will report. The observations recorded 
will be published annually at the former port by the Customs’ 
Press, and copics of the publications will be sent to all national 
observatories, and such learned socictics as are likely to care 
about and we them. The third division of stations will include 
Hong Kong (the Southern terminus of the one and the Northern 
terminus of the other section), Manila, Saigon, Singapore and 
Batavia. Shanghai will, however, act as the general receiving 
station, not only for those just mentioned, but for Possiette, 
Yokohama, Nagasaki, Newchwang, Hankow, and the Lamocks, 
so that it will in effect be the meteorological capital of the 
Asiatic Pacitic coast. The recorded observations of the twelve 
stations will be published annually in a‘separate form, in addi- 
tion to the more local observations of the Customs sub-stations 
along the seaboard. We shall thus have two sets of observations 
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—one which may be termed local and the other general. As re- 
gards the exchange of weather, news and other details, we have 
already given particulars. 

BARRISTERS AND ATTORNEYS ORDINANCE. 

His Excellency the Governor, in moving the second reading of 
this Ordinance, said that after the discussion at the last meeting 
it was quite unnecessary to make any remarks. ; 

Mr. Rowett said that the Ordinance was perfectly satisfactory 
both to the public and those interested init. It was all he asked 
for and all he wished for. . 

The Attorney-General said he was glad the Ordinance was ap- 

roved of, and he believed that the public and those interested 
in it, except a few, were quite satisfied with it. ‘The principal 
reason of the public wishing for this Ordinance was that they 
should have personal access to the barristers, and this he could 
well understand, as sometimes they might have important mat- 
ters which they did not wish to pass through another's hands, 
and section 3 gave that facility. Section 4 gave to the barristers 
a new field, as they could appear in all criminal proceedings 
without intervention of an attorney, as also in civil suits at the 
Summary Court. 

The discussion was adjourned. 
SUPREME COURT ORDINANCES. 

In handing the three Bills to the Council, the Chief Justice 
observed that, being the President of the Select Committee on 
these files, it devolved on him the duty of presenting them to his 
Excellency. There were three Ordinances :— 

1.—The Ordinance for the Reconstitution of the Supreme 
Court. 

2.—For the Abolition of the Summary Court. 

3.—For the introduction of the Code of Civil Procedure.

The 7. C. Orsted has again been for some time past lying off 
the wreck of the Sédin, and it is rumoured that there is a likeli- 
hood of the treasure &e., being yet recovered. 

With the late cool weather the shooting season has fairly com- 
menced, and good bags of snipe—up to thirty-four brace in one 
case—have been got in the neighbourhood of Castlepeak Bay, 
Kowloon and Yowmatee. 

The British steamer Shanghai (Captain Courtney, once com- 
mander of the Ariel, tea clipper, and late chief officer of O.S.S. 
Priam), which arrived here this morning, is the second of Messrs. 
Holt’s Yanetsze steamers in China waters. The first one did 
not stop here, but went direct to Shanghai. The Shanghai is of 
2,217 tons, and is very like the Pozoan, but larger, and is a paddle 
instead of a serew-hoat. 

Foong Aleen v, Thomas Ide Bowler, $500.—This was an action 
brought by a rather good-looking young Chinese woman to re- 
cover damaves from the defendant, clerk to Mr. Granville Sharp, 
for alleged breach of promise of marriage. The Court was 
crowded with European spectators, and great interest was evi- 
dently felt in the case, the action being, we believe, the first of 
the kind ever brought in this colony. After the case was called, 
and before the plaintiff was sworn, his Honour asked her what 
evidence she had to support the allegation of a promise of mar- 
riage. She replied that she had no documentary evidence, but 
the promise was made in the presence of witnesses, who, how- 
ever, were all at Canton. One of her witnesses was called More- 
house, but he was not here. She was alone here. His Honour 
said in that case she must be non-suited, as any evidence she 
could offer herself was not admissible according to law. Under 
Ordinance 3 of 1852, certain evidence was made admissible, but 
it was provided there that nothing therein contained should 
apply to any action, suit, or proceeding instituted in consequence 
of adultery, or to any action for breach of promise of marriage. 
The plaintitY must therefore be non-suited ; if she could get her 
witnesses here she could bring a new action. 

The British steamer Shing Asay, which arrived here on the 
18th, is a walking beam paddle-steamer, 1,200 tons gross and 
710 tons registered tonnage, built by Messrs. Inglis and Co., of 
Glasyow, and has all the latest improvements ; she is intended to 
run between Shanghai and Tientsin, for Messrs, Russell and Co. 

The harque Luira, which arrived on the 19th, has had a run 
of perhaps unexampled bad luck. She left Foochow with teas 
for Australia, but was dismasted in a gale, and put back to 
Shanghai, She encountered the late typhoon, and has again 
been dismasted. 

Mr. and Mrs. Klenwachter have left Swatow for Canton, where 
Mr. K. will take charge as Commissioner of Customs. Mr. Rubery 
fills the place of Commissioner at Swatow, pending the arrival of 
Mr. Hait, who is detained at Chefoo by the negotiations for the 
Fane of territory on the Shantung promontory for a light- 

lsu site, 

Loat racing appears to have had a fillip. A match, we hear— 
for a small sum of dollus by way of giving an interest to the 
advir — hasbeen arranged between two picked crews. We are 
Wot ceeat supporters of international contests, as a rule, but still 
do nxt fear that nach harm would result were an international 
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local match to be arranged. In Shanghai, this is one of the chief 
annual features of the rowing season. Rowing is perhaps more 
peculiarly a British sport, though Americans have of late taken 
it up. This is no reason why English, American, and German 
crews should not contend in friendly rivalry. The Germans are 
great supporters of the gymnasium and number amongst them 
some hrawny members, who should, with practice and coaching, 
turn out a dangerous team. Oddly enough, too, English, Scoteh, 
and Irish crews have never contended in Hong Kong at the 
same time for the ribbon. In other communities they never fail 
to try which is superior. 

We learn that the Colonial Government has received another 
batch of subsidiary coins, and that the public can obtain what- 
ever small change they need, in exchange for notes or dollars, at 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. 

The Canton correspondent of the Chinese Mail mentions an 
act of piracy and murder which occurred last month. More 
than ten scholars embarked ina junk from Kingchow to go to 
Canton to pass the triennial examination. On the way the junk 
was attacked by pirates, who boarded her. After stripping the 
junk of everything, and helping themselves to anything they 
cared to lay hands on, they bound the scholars and threw them 
overboard. About ten days later the same pirates attacked an- 
ther junk, but a Chinese gun-boat happened to come up, cap- 
tured over forty of the pirates, and handed them over to the 
Prefect of Canton for trial. 

Canton is just now somewhat in a bustle, owing to over 
10,000 graduates having been attracted thither by the examina- 
tion for the Avi-yan degree. The examinations will commence 
in about a fortnight. 

The question of subsidising a line of steamers “to carry the 
mails to and from Foochow has again been agitated. - 

The fifth meeting of the Union Insurance Company was held 
on 23rd Sept. The accounts showed a balance at credit of 
$129,237 clear of the capital and reserved fund. The dividend 
declared was $150 per share. The London oftice will be opened 
on Ist January, at 82, Old Broad-street, under the management 
of Mr. Jakes, who was formerly connected with the Canton 
office. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 5th Oct. ; no later 
mail from London had arrived out. The following items are 
from the Strurts Times :— 

The great event of local political interest during the fortnight 
has been the resignation of the three European unofficial mem- 
bers of the Legislative Council, the Hon. T. Scott, the Hon. Dr. 
Little, and the Hon. W. Ramsay Scott, which took place at the 
meeting on the 29th Sept. The immediate cause that led to this 
was that the Criminal Procedure Ordinance had been brought 
into immediate operation, in the face of their protest and of the 
public meeting against the abolition of the Grand Jury, but 
there was also a great deal of dissatisfaction because their repre- 
sentations on other matters were too often persistently ignored 
in the Council, and that when any objectionable measure came 
to the vote, the officials, from the Governor down, were invari- 
ably found opposed to them in a solid phalanx ; that notwith- 
standing the theory which has been so often promulgated from 
the Colonial-oftice, that the official members are at liberty to 
vote according to their convictions on all measures not absolutely 
ordered by the Secretary of State, practically it has been found 
that they have not the moral courage to vote against the Civ- 
vernment, and all the objections urged by the unofficial mem- 
hers might as well have been addressed to stone walls as to men 
who, though convinced, would not only vote, but even argue, 
against their belief. 

The action taken by the unofficial members has been greeted 
with approval by the entire community, and it is to be hoped 
that this will be taken seriously to heart by the powers that be, 
and that such a significant warning will not be disregarded. It 
is quite true that in Crown Colonies Government officials can do 
pretty nearly as they well please, but these Settlements are dif- 
ferent from other Crown Colonies in situation, population, and 
circumstances generally. If the European population were 
larger, and the residents were not British, we have no hesitation 
in saying that more than once since the transfer the popular feel- 
ing against Government would have infallibly led to a mutiny 
and rebellion. It is almost unintelligible why such a state of 
things should‘ exist, or why a Governor, in a place like this, 
should not be on the best and most cordial terms with the whole 
community. There can be only one inference, and that is, that 
the sooner a transfer of relations in reference to local circum- 
stances and the Crown is effected, the better it will be for the 
credit of the Colonial-cftice. There is only one thing we can as- 
sure Earl Kimberley, and that is, that if the residents here are to 
be bullied and insulted by their paid officials, as they have been 
done heretofore, there will be rampant rebellion. 

As surmised in our last summary, Her Majesty's navy has 
avenged the insult offered to the flag by the Chinese rioters in 
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Laroot. The Thalia joined the Afidqe, and the two vessels’ 
boats, under the command of Captain Woolcombe, of the Zha/iu, 
proceeded up the river, and after a sharp engagement succeeded 
in storming the position of the refractory Chinese, who were 
brought to an unconditional surrender. Thus, we may reason- 
ably hope that the Laroot disturbances have been put an end to 
by this decisive action; the Tunku Muntri lost no time in taking 
steps to assert his authority in Laroot ; and we hear that Captain 
Speedy, late Superintendent of Police at Penang, is expected 
shortly from India with 300 sepovs, whom he has enlisted for 
service in Laroot, who, under European officers, and Captain 
Speedy’s able leadership, will be doubtless able to maintain order 
in that territory. We extract the following account of the en- 
gagement from the Penang Gucette of the 27th Sept. :-- 


H.M.S. Thalia met H.M.S. Midye at the mouth uf the Larvot River 
en the night of the 19th September, and after a consultation between 
the captains of the two vessels the Midge and the Rajah Mantri’s yacht 
proceeded up the river early on the morning of the 20th, towing the 
boats which were destined to take part in the intended action, At 
about eleven o'clock preparations were made for going inty action ; the 
boats left the Midye, led by the galley of the Thalia, under Captain 
Woolcombe’s command, to attack the stockade ; the M/i/ge opened fire 
immediately, and the Chinese in the stockade returned it, assisted by 
the guns from three heavy war junks which were anchored close by. 
Shortly after the Rajah's yacht, with Captain Grant in) command, 
steamed close up tu the fort and anchored. The Afidye in the mean- 
time, somehow or other, owing we believe to a change of the tide, got 
ashore, and was for atime exposed broadside on to the fire of the enemy. 
A boat was immediately sent out with an anchor under Mr. Ellis of the 
Thalia, who laid it out in the most plucky manner, under the fire of the 
stockade, and the vessel was taken out of her dangeryus position. At 
about two o’clock all the boats were mustered under the shelter of the 
Rajah’s yacht, and she steamed up into a favourable position, where at 
a given signal a simultaneous attack was made on the fort, the stockade, 
and the junks. The scene which ensued is described as being more 
than ordinarily exciting and brilliant. Captain Woolcumbe led the 
attack, and was seen standing in the stern sheets of his boat waving his 
drawn sword urging his men on ; the boats, propelled as fast as muscle 
and eagerness could, were soon np to the positions that they were re- 
spectively to attack. 

The assault is stated to have been most daringly made. The Chinese 
fought to the last, but were no match for the impetuous onslaught 
made upon them by the blue jackets, and one after another the forts, 
the three junks, and the stuckade, surrendered. Later in the afternoon 
the boats, after destroying the forts and stockades, spiking the guns, 
and burning the junks, proceeded up the river in company with the 
yacht ; they came up with a war junk and burnt her, destroyed 
another stockade, and captured a scvond junk. After this two of the 
heads of the Sin Engs boarded the yacht, and unconditionally surren- 
dered themselves and their furce, mustering some 4,000 strong. The 
doctor on board the Midye was directed to attend to the wounded of 
the enemy, and did his best to alleviate their sufferings. The bvuats 
subsequently made their way to their respective ships. The whole 
force engaged under Capt. Woolcombe’s command in this assault only 
amounted to 150 men. ‘The loss on the side of the Chinese, as far as 
could be estimated, amounts to about 200 killed and wounded. 

The Midge arrested the Rajah Muda of Perak in a steamer belonging 
to the Muntri, which the former had got the loan of some months ago, 
but evidently did intend not to return. The steamer was brought up 
here as well as the Rajah ; the former has been handed over to the 
Muntri, and the latter was released by the authorities. 


The Singapore police is, it is believed, again about to expe- 
rience a change in its Inspector-General, on the return from leave 
of absence of the Hon. C. B. Plunket, whose former manavement 
of the force was such as to render his return to that office far 
from desirable. Captain Dunlop will, it is said, be removed to 
Province Wellesley. A second petition is also in course of 
signature, praying the Governor not to remove Captain Dunlop 
from the post he has so ably occupied during Mr. Plunket’s ab- 
sence. It is to be hoped in the interests of the community that 
Captain Dunlop may not have to withdraw from the position he 
has shown himself so eminently fitted for, but that some other 
employment may be found for the talents Mr. Plunket undoubt- 
edly posseses, but which are evidently unsuited for the manage- 
ment of a police force. 


A serious case of poisoning occurred on board the British 
barque Soo/oo, on her arrival at this port from Sunderland, on 
the 30th Sept., through some gin having been put a day or two 
before into a jug that had contained disinfecting fluid, the jug 
being mistaken for one that had formerly contained brandy. 
Captain Howie, master of the ship, and Mr. Storey, an employé 
of Messrs. McAlister and Co., of this port, each drank a glass of 
the poisoned spirits, and Mr. Story died from the etfects, while 
the captain had a very narrow escape. The mistake arose, we 
are jnfortied, through the absence of labels on the jugs of dis- 
infectants. : 

Captain Lloyd, of the British ship Glusyow, which arrived 
here on the 27th Sept., from Cardiff with coals, has been under 
examination before the police magistrate here, on a charge of 
culpable homicide not amounting to murder, in yhaving caused 
the death of one of the seamen of the ship by harsh treatment 
while at sea. Though the magistrate dismissed the charge, it 
would appear from the evidence that there was a great deal of 
hard-heartedness, if not absolute cruelty, in the Jway the man 
was treated.

HioGo-Osaka,— Although the advanced season should have led at 
least tu the beginning of a better business for imports generally it had 
remained, on the contrary, very dull, and nearly all prices were again 
lower.

ings, 8}lbs., had sprung up, causing a fair business at improved rates, 
and the article closed firm, with still improving tendency ; 7]bs, were 
neglected. Cotton Yarns, in all numbers, remained dull, and prices had 
further declined. For Black Velvets there was a better feeling at the 
close, and rates were higher. Woollens and Woollen Mixtures were still 
very much neglected. 

Hanxow.— Business during the fortnight had been on rather an im- 
proved scale, the chief transactions being in 8} 1b. Grey Shirtings, Drills, 
and Long Ells. Grey Shirtings: 8} lbs, had advanced about two canda- 
reena per piece, at which a moderate business had resulted, but at the 
close the market was scarcely sv firm ; 71bs., in limited demand at an 
advance of about three candareens ; 10 1bs., without change.

T-Cloths : Con- 
tinued inactive, sales of all kinds only amounted to 3,500 pieces ; rates 
unaltered.

Rather more doing at about previous quotations, Woollens and Wurs- 
teds : The autumn demand had set in, and Long Ells had been taken 
freely ; Scarlet were five candareens lower, but Assortments without 
change. Camlets had also been in some request, but rates showed no 
alteration. Spanish Stripes: Neglected. Figured Orleans : Moderate 
demand for good qualities at unchanged rates, common kinds not 
wanted. Lead: Small sales effected at former quotations. Quick- 
silver : Declined to Ts. 95 to 98 per picul, 

SHanGiar.—Cottons : Business had nut been active or general. More 
hopeful accounts had been received from the Northern markets, but a 
sudden and severe monetary pressure in native circles had tended 
greatly to check any disposition to buy, and had interfered inuch with 
the ready clearance of goods bought. Some considerable settlements 
of 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings, slightly mildewed, were reported, but the 
tranactions in sound goods had not been extensive ; 7 lbs. and heavy 
cloths had not met with much attention, The small stock of White 
Shirtings was attracting the attention of the dealers ; holders were firm 
for an advance, and little business had resulted. T-Cloths, both Mexi- 
can and Common, of all weights, cuntinued very dull. Drills had been 
taken to a fair extent, but there had been no improvement in prices. 
Jeans and Sheetings were not much sought after. Fancy Cottons : 
Dyed Brocades, Dameasks, and Velvets had been in good demand, but 
it was difficult to get covering prices. Some smull sales of Blue and 
White Chintzes were reported at a decline. Cotton Lastings were dif- 
ficult of sale. Woollens: There had been a fair enquiry for Scarlet 
Long Ells, which were firmer, the stock being small. Special colours 
of Camlets had been in demand at good rates, but assorted parcels were 
quoted lower. Figured Orleans still met with inquiry, but rates were 
weak. Assorted Plain Orleans were in small supply, and much wanted ; 
Black were very difficult of sale. Crape Lastings had been in guod de- 
mand. Medium Cloths and Spanish Stripes had been quieter. Metals : 
A telegram of 17th Sept. from London had been received, quoting L.B. 
Lead £25, and Iron £14, and this advance had had an immediate and 
beneficial effect. Lead had advanced here to Tly. 5.50 tu 5.524 for 
cash, and Tls. 5.55 to 5.57% for time, and at these rates there were 
buyers of L.B., and a fair quantity had been turned over. Nail Rod 
Iron: Little change, importers having shown no dispusition tv stimulate 
business by inclining towards easier prices. 

Foucnow.-—Sales had been—T-Cloths, 7 Ibs., 509 pieces ate $1.95 ; 
Grey Shirtings, 8.4 lbs., 1,100 pieces at $2.70 to 2.75 per piece ; Lead, 
1,810 pigs at $8.00 per picul. 

Hona Konce.—The arrivals during the fortnight had been the s.s, 
Shanghai, Maud, Hector, Bellona, Regalia, and Cawdor Custle, and the 
P. and O. mail steamer Gwalior, all with full cargoes uf manufactured 
goods for this market. Business in imports had been very quiet 
throughout, but latterly, owing partly to the inclemency of the weather, 
there had been few dealers about, and the greatest stagnation prevailed 
in all departments ; but a more serious cause of depreasion had been 
the restriction placed upon trade in the Pakhoi district, where hitherto 
there had been a very large consumption of European fabrics, by the 
excessive taxation of the native authorities, which hd quite discuu- 
raged the dealers. The only change worthy of note had been an ad- 
vance in the better kinds of 8-4 lb. Grey Shirtings, and au upward 
movement in some classes of Woollens.

keen competition existed to secure the finest parcels at prices fully up 
to former values, and differing but little in many instances, from last 
year’s rates at corresponding date.

Amoy.—Ovloongs had been steadily bought, and owing to receipt of 
telegraphic advices reporting some itnprovement in the American mar- 
ket, prices had been well maintained at previous rates. The settlements 
to date had been 94,125 half-chests, leaving an unsvld stuck of 9,475 
half-chests. Congous had been taken to a small extent at reduced 
figures.

thing superior higher rates had been paid. Supplies had arrived more 
freely and the quality of much of the staple was most decidedly 
improved.

Canton.—A period of considerable activity prevailed immediately 
after the departure of last English mail, settlements being catimated at 
nearly 900 bales during the week. No. 4 Tsatlee of good quality was 
most inquired for, and purchases of this description were made at a 
small advance on prices last quoted. There had since been a cessation 
of business, and there were no recent transactions to record. Arrivals 
had been on a limited scale, and the stock was reduced to 3,300 bales, 
gay 1,600 bales Tsatlee, 300 bales Loongkong, 200 bales Cumehuck and 
Lacklow, and 1,200 bales of inferior sorts.

THE DUTCH IN SUMATRA. 

THE policy pursued by the present administration in 
dealing with our Eastern Colonies, and with all those 
branches of our commerce comprehensively summed up in 
the term “China Trade,” is a subject which we have re- 
peatedly weighed in the balance, and in almost every in- 
stance been forced to condemn. The existing Government 
ever since it charged itself with the responsibilities of office 
seems to have come to the conclusion that British interests 
in the Far East might be left to their own devices ; that 
our commerce in the China seas, which our merchants by 
many years of untiring energy, enterprise, and perseverance, 
had built up to enormous proportions, and which successive 
administrations at home had made it their business to 
encourage, foster, and protect with a studious and enligh- 
tened care, would maintain its position uninjured, however 
much the Foreign and Colonial-offices might neglect it ; 
in spite of the abolition of solemnly-ratified Treaty en- 
gagements ; and even though British prestige were 
allowed to dwindle, and no action were in future taken 
to check the hostile opposition of native potentates, 
or the eager encroachments of rival European DPowers. 
These are melancholy inferences to draw, but we are com- 
pelled to adopt them when we review our national policy 
in the Kast during the past five years, and we fear that the 
movements of the Dutch in Atchin, and the final issue of 
their operations in that country—an issue which it requires 
no prophet to foretell—will furnish us with a new illustra- 
tion of the unwisdom invariably displayed by our Cabinct 
when questions affecting our colonies and commerce in the 
East are submitted to its consideration. 

However much we may differ on some points from ‘the 
views on this subject which have been put forward by The 
Times, that journal is at any rate correct in saying, “ The 
“ Dutch were forbidden by Treaty (1824) to indulge in the 
‘“Juxury of annexation. This arrangement was rescinded 
“ on their surrendering to us their forts on the Gold Coast, 
“together with the legacy of a war with Ashantee.” The 
military importance and commercial advantages of these 
Gold Coast forts it is no province of ours to discuss ; to us 
they appear entirely insignificant—of a value which will not 
for a moment bear comparison with the securities against 
territorial disturbances and interference with the free and 
regular course of trade which the Treaty of 1824 provided for 
us, a Treaty which has hastily and inconsiderately been torn 
up, but which itsframers made great sacrifices and concessions 
to obtain. It is by the Treaty to which we have referred 
—as our readers already well know — that our general 
policy in the eastern seas, and our relations with the Dutch 
there, were regulated ; under that contract we abandoned 
our possessions in Sumatra, agreeing to form no fresh set- 
tlements in that island, and not to enter into any treaties 
with the native Rajahs there. To carry these engagements 
better into effect we annulled the Treaty which we had 
ratified in 1819 with the Sultan of Atchin, the Dutch on 
their part being restrained from any fresh conquests, and 
therefore bound to respect the independence of our late ally. 

Our own representatives when they concluded the com- 
pact appended thereto a formal note, in which they declare 
themselves “sincerely pleased at the solemn disavowal on 
“the part of the Netherlands of designs at political supre- 
“macy and commercial monopoly,” and adds that “ hence- 
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“ forward there will be no rivalry between the English and 
“ Dutch in the East, except for the more effectual establish- 
“ment of principles of liberal policy.” Such are the 
leading features of the treaty of 1824, and it is as well to 
keep them clearly before our eyes, in order that we may 
appreciate what it really is that our present Administration 
consented to forego when they ignored the mighty interests 
of our Eastern commerce, and preferred—as it would seem 
from sheer lack of information on the subject—a costly and 
unhealthy strip of West African coast. The writer in 
The Times observes that “the steady-going people of Hol- 
“ land were probably as much surprised as ourselves when 
“ they discovered that the concession of full powers to con- 
“ quer and civilise in Sumatra had committed them to a little 
“ war,” and that “neither glory nor gain isto be gathered 
from the expedition.” It is rash to hazard such assertions 
as these. 

The secret history of the negotiations which ended in the 
Gold Coast concession, and the abrogation of the Treaty 
of 1824, will probable never come to light ; but, if English 
statesmen are blind to our interests in the East, Holland, 
at any rate, makes the development of her Eastern depen- 
dencies pre-eminently her care ; and so far from being 
“surprised” when she found herself at war with Atchin— 
so far from supposing that “no gain is to be gathered from 
the expedition,” her rulers doubtless knew from the outset 
of the negotiations the ends which it was their design to 
secure. Atchin is not quite so casy to subdue as they an- 
ticipated that it would be, but nothing can have given them 
greater satisfaction than the abrogation of the Treaty 
which was the sole impediment to the establishment 
of their supremacy all over Sumatra, for they will treat 
that island as they have treated Java, establishing a trade 
monopoly there to the enrichment of their own merchants 
and to the detriment of ours. An ounce of fact is some- 
times worth a ton of conjecture. The Netherlands Go- 
vernment prove what they all along had in view by pick- 
ing a quarrel and invading Atchin the moment all re- 
straints had been withdrawn. Atchin has always been an 
important place ; it contains a good harbour, and is the 
point where communication between the Malay Archi- 
pelago and the Continent of India (for the sea is there 
only 750 miles across) can be most easily carried on. To 
this fact probably is due the prosperity which the town 
attained in the 17th century. Circumstances, however, 
have altered since then, navigation has improved, traflic 
has altered her channels, and now it is as the chief centre 
of the Sumatran pepper trade that importance attaches to 
Atchin. The pepper raised by the native growers finds a 
ready sale at Penang. Thus the merchants in that settle- 
ment derive from Sumatra a staple and profitable article of 
commerce, and the good prices which they readily give for 
the product stimulates the islanders to extend its cultiva- 
tion. 

This branch of commerce the Dutch will not be slow to 
extinguish. When they have compelled the Atchinese to 
sue for peace there can be no doubt as to their future 
course. The next is, “annexed,” said the Yankee, refer 
ring to Texas, and we may say the same with regard to 
Atchin. Sumatra is doomed to be absorbed entirely into 
the dominions of the Dutch ; it will experience the fate of 
Java, and be turned to the same profitable account. Pro- 
hibitive duties and other measures will establish a mono- 
poly in the pepper trade there, and thus a serious blow will 
have been struck at the prosperity of Penang. All that 
the Dutch aimed at and intended, in 1824, was this, and 
far more than this, they intend and aim at now; and our 
yielding policy at the present day gives them much greater 
facilities for carrying the designs into effect. Well, here 
is what their Plenipotentiaries added when they concluded 
the Treaty of 1824. ‘We do not see any difficulty as to 
“ the hospitable reception of British vessels and subjects at 
“ Atchin, and our Government will regulate its relations 
“ with Atchin go as to offer both sailor and merchant constant 
“ security there.” That is all. That is what they were will- 
ing to concede to us then, in days when we ourselves were 
strong and they comparatively weak. Let us, therefore, 
still count upon “hospitable reception” and “constant 
security ” for our ships and traders when they visit Atchin, 
but let us not delude ourselves with the belief that our 
trade will not be damnified, or blink our eyes to the fact 
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that, while our Government7has encumbered itself with an | view reliable correspondents will be secured in the necessary

A TELEGRAM reaches us from Madrid that intelligence 
had been received from Manila of the seizure of two Ger- 
man merchant vessels by a Spanish war vessel. The ves- 
sels were said to have on board rifles for the rebels. The 
telegram adds, “ This news has caused a considerable sen- 
‘sation here, on account of the projects respecting the 
“ Philippine Islands, attributed by the Spanish press to the 
“German Government at the beginning of the present 
“year. The Germans now number one-fifth of the white 
“ population of the Philippines. 


WE learn by telegram that Sir HARRY OrD left Sinsa- 
pore by the French mail steamer which is due here on the 
Ist December. His successor in the Governorship of the 
Straits Settlements, Sir ANDREW CLARKE, has, we also 
learn, arrived in the Colony, and has been sworn in as 
Governor. 


WE understand that Mr. Wape, C1] B., our present Minis- 
ter at Peking, is expected home with Mrs. WADE and 
family early next year. 


WE understand that Doctor AYRES, late of the Medical 
Service in Assam, has been appointed Colonial Surgeon at 
Hong Kong, in place of Doctor McCoy, deceased. 











PROGRAMME FOR THE FOUNDATION OF AN 
ORIENTAL MUSEUM IN VIENNA. 

We have received the programme of a proposed Oriental 
Museum in Vienna, which we gladly recommend to the 
notice of our readers :— 

The “ Committee for the East and Eastern Asia” has under- 
taken the task of directing its particular attention to the exhibi- 
tions of the East and Eastern Asia, and carefully to examine and 
study the same, in order, as uccasion may permit, to employ the 
knowledge and experience thus obtained in promoting the in- 
dustrial and economical purposes of the Empire. At the same 
time the Committee will support visits to the Exhibitions of 
countries in various directions, aud in the same way nevotiate 
for intercourse and traftic. If this last part of the task cannot, 
through the Committee, be fultilled in the expected way, still it 
is possible to carry the first and most important part to complete 
success. The study of Oriental and East Asian Exhibitions is 
strongly urged upon the Committee from several quarters. The 
Committee has, partly through publications in different journals, 
partly through the distribution of pamphlets to the Courts, the 

abinet, to clubs, institutes, &c., awakened a great interest in 
the East and Eastern Asia, and shown how important these 
countries are for the purposes of trade and commerce. 

The Committee has not confined itself to these studies, and to 
the propagation of known results, but it has for a long time had 
in view the acquisition of a collection, the presentation of which, 
in several respects, seems to be urgently required. The efforts 
made in this direction were accompanied by the best results ; 
and partly by presents, and partly by exchange or purchase, 
there has come into the possession of the Committee most of the 
Oriental and East Asian division of the World’s Exhibition. 
The Committee are united in the wish to tind some means to 
push forward and perfect the work already commenced, and to 
exercise a beneficial influence in the development of direct trade 
relations between Austria and the East. With these ideas the 
Committee has resolved to constitute themselves a permanent 
association for the promotion of trade relations with Eastern 
countries. A knowledge of the productions and articles of con- 
sumption in those countries willbe promulgated, and new relations 
with them will be extended. One of the principal tasks of the new 
Association will be to enable those countries to examine and try 
the productions and fabrics of Austria, and in return to send 
their own productions, and thus foster direct relations between 
these countries. In the museum will be concentrated the means 
of studying the trading localities and industrial statistics of the 
East ; a library will be established ; there will be a special de- 
partment for commercial information, with the view of showing 
the requirements of trade. All notable phenomena of life in 
Eastern countries—jurisdiction, means of communication, and 


finance—will ~.-<eive the fullest attention. With this object in 
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Facilities will also be given for expositions and dis- 
cussions. In pursuance of these resolves the Committee has 
appointed a smaller committee of seven, who will carry out the 
introductory work. With this committee rests the further ac- 
quisition of collections, the preparation of rules, and the elec- 
tion of uew members, as well as the taking of all other necessary 
steps. 


THE VIENNA EXHIBITION, 

From the Vienna newspapers we learn that the Chinese Com- 
mission, respecting which we presume our readers in China are 
lad to hew any news, has been received in audience during the 
past week by Hf and RIL Archduke Rainer, by the Grand 
Duke of Tuscany, the Grand Duke of Modena, the Minister of 
Commerce, and the Crown Prince of Hanover. Among the guests 
invited to the British Embassy to meet H.R.H. the Duke of 
Edinburgh, during H.R.H.’s stay at Vienna, we also observe 
the names of Mr. Bowra and Mr. Hannen, members of the Cus- 
toms Cominission, 

We are informed that the Commission are about to give a 
grand entertainment at Vienna, in acknowledgment of the many 
hospitalities aud courtesies which have becn shown to them 
during the term of the Exhibition. 

None of the silks sent by China to the Vienna Exhibition 
appear to have found a market there. The price of Chinese 
silks, even when reduced to the lowest limit, is still so high in 
comparison with the best European fabrics that we do not 
wonder at their remaining unsold. At the same time it must 
be remembered that these silks have been exposed for six 
months to all the blinding dazzling glare and destructive dust of 
a summer in Vienna; they are, consequently, damaged and 
spoilt in colour and appearance. They could no doubt have 
been sold during the summer, could they have been taken away 
by the purchasers as soon as bought. But this was obviously 
impossible, as it would have left the Chinese Exhibition bare ; 
and so we now see these silks advertised for sale at no doubt 
greatly reduced prices. 

The members of the Chinese Customs’ Commission for the 
Universal Exhibition, Messrs. Hannen, Drew, Detring, Bowra, 
and Cartwricht, were honoured with a private audience of 
H.1.M. the Emperor of Austria on the 4th inst. His Majesty 
expressed himself as much pleased with the Chinese collection, 
which had greatly interested him, and part of which he was glad 
to learn was to remain in the Museums of the Austrian capital. 
The Comission was introduced by H.E. Baron von Calice, 
Austro-Hungarian Minister to China and Japan, and was re- 
ceived in the Audience Chamber of the Old Palace in the city. 


HONOURS BESTOWED. 

The official Guzette has published the list of honorary titles 
that have been bestowed upon the officers connected with the 
different departments of the Exhibition. We are glad to notice 
that the labours of the Chinese Commission are duly appreciated 
by the conferring of honorary titles on each of its members. 
Out of an ayeresate of forty Orders of the Iron Crown be- 
stowed in connection with the Exhibition, two are awarded to 
members of the Chinese Commission. Mr. Hannen, the senior 
member, receives one, and Mr. Bowra another. In Mr. Han- 
nen’s case we shall not be thought to underrate the importance 
of the services he has rendered, if we regard the dignity con- 
ferred upon him uot merely in the light of a recognition of his 
individual merits, but also as a delicate compliment paid to the 
Customs Service of China as a body. 

The senior member of the Commission is the immediate and 
direct representative of the interests which the Commission re- 
presents in its totality, and we offer both our own congratula- 
tions therefore equally to the Chinesé Foreign Customs Service 
for the distinction conferred upon it in the person of Mr. Hannen, 
its official representative, and to that gentleman himself in his 
private capacity. Mr. Bowra, to whose untiring zeal and energy, 
at the commencement of the undertaking, the public is largely 
indebted for the interesting display of the industrial and natural 
products of China presented to their notice, receives a similar 
order to that conferred on Mr. Hannen, while his con/réres, 
Messrs. Drew, Cartwright, and Detring, are also rewarded with 
the Order of Francis Joseph. Our readers will be better able to 
appreciate the significance of these orders when we inform them 
that the Order of the [ron Crown confers hereditary nobility in 
Austria, and is bestowed only on gentlemen holding the relative 
rank of Consuls-General, while that of Francis Joseph is given 
only to those holding the relative rank of Consul. We may in 
conclusion congratulate Mr, Hart on the able manner in which 
his officers have performed their duties, and we can assure those 
gentlemen that not the least pleasing impressions that visitors 
to Vienna willcarry away with them are the reminiscences of the 
Chinese Court. in the Exhibition of 1873. ’ ’

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THE “SPURIOUS TEA” AGITATION. 
The current nuwher of the magazine entitled Mood, Water, aud Air 
eontains an article by Dr. Hassall on the adulteration of tea. The 


article is devoted to the examination of one particular kind of tea--- | 


namely, caper; and it states that this, though resembling outwardly a 
black tea, has more the properties of a green tea. 
criptions of it in the market naincly, Canton and Foochow caper, the 
latter being considered the best. It is usually scented, and) is for the 
most part used for mixing with other teas. It is uever, we believe, used 
by itself in Kugland out of the northern portions of the midland coun- 
tics, where it is occasionally taken ummixed, The great bulk of the 
caper imported is used ins the manufacturing districts, and a little is 
used also in the west of England. ‘The proportion employed in mixing 
varies from one-fourth to one-half, and in’ Lancashire even ore in 
sume instances. In London caper is very little used. The samples, the 
results of the rigid analyses of which are given in the report, were ob- 
tained from brokers and merchants. Most of them came from different 
ships, and therefore they represent large bulks of tea, and the twenty 
saluples tested were taken just as they came to hand, and without selec- 
tion. Of the twenty teas analysed, one only was found to be genuine, 
and that was the Foochow caper; the other nineteen snples were 
adulterated.- All these were faced with plumbago or blacklead, con- 
tained lie-tea, iron filings, sand, and fragments of quartz in variable 


quantities. But we must here pause to describe what is meant by the 
term “lie-tea.”” This name has been very candidly given the article by 


the Chinese themselves, for it consists not of the leaves, but of tea 
dust or the dust of leaves not tea, sand, frequently iron filings, made 
up with gum or starch into little mosses, faced with plumbayo, in 
imitation of caper, or with Prussian blue and turmeric in imitation of 
gunpowder teas. The quantitics of iron filings met with in the twenty 
teas varied from 0°06 tu 5°86 per cent. of the tea, the sand, from 2.09 to 
12°83, and the ash of the lie-tree from 13°05 to no less than 52°92 per 
cent. in place of about 5 per cent. present in genuine tea. The ex- 
tractive matter of genuine green tea being about 40 per cent., that of 
the adulterated teas ranged from 26°69 to 37°94. The theine, one of 
the principal constituents of tea, present in given tea in the proportion 
of about 3 per cent., was in nearly all cases deficient, and in one in- 
stance as low as 0.52 percent. It is thus seen that the practice of 
adulterating this description of tea in a very scandalous manner is very 
common. No doubt many of the samples were of inferior quality, yet 
the prices at which the differont samples were offered for sale varicd as 
much as 300 to 400 per cent., without, however, any corresponding dif- 
ferences of quality being, as a rule, observable, From the small quan- 
tities of iron filings met with in some of the teas it is obvious 
that they are added in many cases not for the sake of bulk, or 
weight, but fur a purpose to be mentioned hereafter, although in some 
instances the amount was so considerable as to add materially to the 
weight of the tea. The sand and particles of stone, consisting mostly 
of quartz, were doubtless added solely for the purpose of increasing the 
weight. One of the samples of tea examined contained nearly 6 per 
cent. ef iron filings. Now, since tea contains naturally a large quantity 
of tanning, there are thus brought together the two chief constituents 
which enter into the composition of ink, and by appropriate treatment 
a bottle of ink was made from the tea in question, and of which the 
article we are now noticing was in part written. What has thus been 
accomplished in the laboratory it is not impossible may arise in the 
human stomach into which largely adulterated iron-filing tea has been 
received. The object of the Chinese in adding iron-filings tu tea is now, 
therefore, apparent. The iron, slowly dissolved by the acid of the tea, 
forins tannate of iron, and the ovlour of the infusion made with such 
tea becomes thereby darkened. It is, then, to prepare a tea which will 
furnish a dark solution, Ko greatly preferred by many people, that the 
Chinese have been led to make the addition in question. 

The City Commissioners of Sewers have discussed the report of the 
Sanitary Committee on the subject of spurious tea, in which they re- 
commended that the Commission, as the local authority for the City 
under the Adulteration Act, should take such steps as they might be 
advised tu induce the Guvernment to introduce a Bill into Parliament 
carly next Session, containing such provisions as would empower all 
local authoritics throughout the kingdom to examine, on board ship 
and elsewhere in their respective districts, and, if necessary, to svize, 
such teas as, in the judgment of their duly authorised officers, were 
adulterated, and unfit for human food, and to destroy such as should 
be legally condenmed. Mr. Deputy Kelday, in moving the aduption of 
the report, said there could be no question that a large quantity of 
spurious tea was brought into this country and placed in bond, where it 
was out of the cuntrol and beyond the reach of that Court, and that 
froin time tu time it was sold and distributed very largely all over the 
country. It was, therefore, very advisable that such importation should 
be restrained and prevented, and the Commissioners sought. power to 
examine the tea before it went into bond, and, if they fonnd it adulte- 
rated, to seize and destroy it. He repudiated the sugyvestion that the 
spurious tea, when discovered, should be allowed to be re-imported 
eleewhere. The motion was strongly supported by Mr. Deputy Hora, 
Mr. Alderman Lawrence, M.P., Mr. Bowring, Myr. Richards, Mr. Bed- 
ford, and other members, who condemnal the practice of the Govern- 
ment receiving the duty on poisonous material, such as the alleged tea, 
Mr. Hewitt expressed his belief that, in consequence of the exertions of 
the Commision, there wies now seareely any market for the rubbish, 
and that, wider these ciremie tinecs, the Gade init would soon cease, 
The report, in the re-ult, was adopted. 

In a letter to The Toues.on the suloject of Indian Tea, “G. W.C." pays: 
“Tf the retailers really want to be protected fromthe adulterated rab- 
bieh which our British brokers have taught our Chinese bret)iren to 
Manufacture by their condant requirements of a cheaper tea with a 
darker water, let thera send direct) te any of our large Himalayan tea 
plantations, where the science of adulteration is as yet unknown, and 
whence alouc, with any certainty, can pure teas be obtained ; for to 
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such an extent is adulteration now carried on in China that the Centwal 
Asian merchants, who used to buy up all the best teas of the best plan- 
tations in China, for their own and the Russian trade, have been driven 
to these Himalayan plantations to get what they used to get from China, 
viz., tea fit for those who appreciate pure tea to drink.” Tn support of 
this assertion a letter appears from Mr. A. Campbell, late Superintend- 
ent of Darjecling, in which it is stated that unless people turn their at- 
tention to the Indian market for teas, the Russian and Central Asian 
demand will soon absorb the supply. In proof of this the correspondent 
slates that by the last mail he heard froin Nynce Tal that Cashmeri and 
Thibetan merchants had purchased the whole season's produce of the 
tea plantation in the neighbourhood at 14 annas, or 1s. 10d. per Ib, all 
round, and that next yewu"s crop wis bespoken. 
THE WRECK OF THE STEAMER “SINGAPORE.” 

An official inquiry, instituted by direction of the Board of Trade, was 
commenced at the Greenwich Police-court on the 4th inst., before Mr, 
Patteson, magistrate, and Captain Harris and Forster, nautical assessors, 
into the circumstances attending the loas of the iron screw steamer 
Singe pore and sixteen lives while on a voyage from Shanghai to Lon- 
don. ‘The inquiry was conducted by Mr. Hamel, the owners of the vey 
sel being represented by Mr. C. J. Cottingham, barrister. The Rev. J. 
Marchant, of Kenningtun, father of the chief officer who was among 
those drowned, was alsu present during the inquiry. 

Mr. Hamel, in opening the proceedings, suid that the wreck of the 
vessel vecurred at ten minutes after twelve on the morning of the 19th 
July, about twelve miles south of Cape Guardafui, on the east. coast of 
Africa, The vessel soon beeame a total wreck, and out of the sixteen 
lives that were lost while endeavouring to escape to the shore were the 
master, his three mates, and the chief and the second engineers. There 
was, therefore, no certificate to deal with, and although the conduct of 
these officers must necessarily come ander the notice of the Court, the 
inquiry would, he apprehended, be more particularly directed to the 
lamentable sacrifice of human life which resulted from the casualty. 
One important matter for their consideration would be the inefficiency of 
the boats, which seemed to have been almost useless by the defective state 
of the davits, and could not be lowered until two hours and a half of valu- 
able time had been consumed in fruitless endeavours to launch them. Of 
the three boats which were ultimately lowered one only reached the shore 
in safety, the others being capsized almost. immediately after their de- 
parture from the vessel. The steamer was of 1,445 tons register, built 
on the Tyne in 1870, and had compound engines of the combined power 
of 200 horses. She was owned by Mr. E. H. Watts, of Gracechurch- 
street, City (manager), and fifteen other persons, most of whom resided 
at Neweastle-on-Tyne. She left Shanghai for London on the 19th 
June with a crew of upwards of forty hands, inzluding her master, Mr. 
W. Hetherington, and carried several passengers, and a full cargo of 
tea and sundrics. She left Singapore on the Ist July, not touching at 
falle, with an additional cargo of Malacca canes and slabs of tin, and 
tvok in a large quantity of bunker coal, 200 tons of which were stowed 
on the deck frum the companiun aft. Nothing of importance except 
the occasional stoppage of the engines for repairs appeared tuo have oc- 
curred before noon on the 18th July, when the high land of the cast 
coast of Africa was sighted about three miles off, and her course was 
steered for Cape Guardafui. At twelve at midnight the course was 
altered tv north half-west, and ten minutes after land was reported 
right ahead. The helm was ordered to be ported, and the engines to 
be stopped and reversed, but she struck almost immediately on a coral 
reef, about 100 yards off the shore. She laid broadside on to the sea, 
and canted seawards, so that the sea broke over her, and she began to 
gu tu pieces. The boats were attempted to be lowered, under the 
superintendence of the chief officer, but the davits were fouled, and 
two hours and a half elapsed before two of them could be launched. 
One of these, with twenty-two hands, reached the shore in safety ; but 
the other was swamped and several lives were lost. The gig was sub- 
sequently lowered, and as the ship was breaking up fast the master, 
officers, engineers, and others, got into her, but, whilst waiting for the 
rowlucks, which were not in their places, to be procured, she capsized, 
and the whole of the officers, with the exception of the second and 
third engineers, were drowned. The survivors were mustered at day- 
light, and it was ascertained that sixteen of the passengers and crew 
were missing. ‘The Arabs took charge of the thirty-six survivors, who 
were destitute, and provided them with food, treating them kindly for 
forty days, when having guided them through the desert to the coast, 
they were taken by Her Majesty's ship Dalhousie to Aden. 

The inquiry is not yet concluded. 


THE PACIFIC TELEGRAPH LINE TO CHINA AND JAPAN. 
The New York Herald states that the United States Government 
Bureau of Navigation has just received an important and interesting 
despatch from Commander Belknap, of the Pacific Exploring Expedi- 
tion, Commander Belknap, it will be remembered, was sent out for 
the purpoxe of conducting the great Pacific survey and deep sea re- 
searches, with a view to obtaining information for the laying of the 
proposed Pacific telegraph cable. The despatch in question is sent to 
Commodore Aminen, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and states that 
the soundings were “ very favourable from the Aleutian Islands to Vic- 
toria, increasing gradually in depth to 2,530 fathoms in latitude 54 
north and longitude 153 west, a distance of 1,100 miles.” This tele- 
fram was sent from the Zuscarora, in which Commander Belknap had 
juat returned to Victoria for coal, after carefully sounding through the 
deep and before unfathomed cavorns of the North Pacific. This intel- 
ligence is of the most important nature, and settles the grand and long 
agitated problem of the feasibility of a Pacific telegraph. When the 
Atlantic telegraph was first conceived the question arose whether the 
ted of the Atlantic would afford a suitable place for it to repose ; and 
the discovery of the celebrated submarine telegraphic plate between 
Ireland and Newfoundland solved the matter, showing that upon such 
a plate a cable might repose as safely as in a closed and uninterrupt 
eylinder. The discovery of Commander Belknap, made under direction 
of the Burean of Naviyation, will do as much for the great Pacific 
cable intended to bring Yokohama and Peking within speaking distance 
of New York, Nv railroad engineer could desire a gentler gradient for 
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his track than that sounded by Commander Belknap in’ the deep-sea 
bed of 2,530 fathoms, in 1,100 miles, or about one mile in 400, The 
officers of the Tuscurora, in working their deep-sea sounding, used 
Belknap’s sounding cup, which gives excellent speciuiens both of the 
abyasal water and the bottom inud. ‘They have been using an experi- 
mental wire, twenty-two gauge, piano, which in the despatch is said to 
be “ unequalled,” and will yreatly facilitate other submarine researches 
yet tu be made by the Tuscarora.

THE ATCHINESE TREATIES. 

An article appears in The Times of this day, on the subject of 
the Dutch War with Atchin, and referring to the Parliamentary 
Paper which we publish in the Supplement to our present issue, 
The Times says :— 

It will be remembered that our present troubles on the Gold Coast 
arise out of a Convention recently made with the Dutch, and that this 
Convention has led to a very similar result to the Dutch themselves, 
As its immediate sequel, they find themselves engaged in a war with 
the Sultan of Atchin, a native State in the islind of Sumatra. Like 
ourselves, they have experienced reverses in their first advances, aud 
have been compelled to send outa very considerable expedition in order 
to vindicate their honour and their interests. Comparatively little 
attention, however, has been paid to onr own previous relations with 
the Dutch and native settlements in Sumatra, and towards the close of 
the last Session Lord Stanley of Alderley moved for Correspondence on 
the subject. This has just been presented to the House of Lords, and 
furnishes a curious illustration of our old Colonial poliey. Tt ap- 
pears that in the year 1819 the Kast India Company did really make 
a Treaty with the Sultan of Atchin, printed in this Correspondence, of 
which the first article declared the establishment not merely of per- 
petual peace and friendship, but of a “defensive alliance,” between the 
British and Atchinese Governments. He granted us free trade with all 
his porte ; he promised to exclude the subjects of every other Enropean 
Power and all the Americans froma fixed hebitition or residence in his 
dominions, and also engaged not to enter into any negothel tens or coms 
clude any Treaty with any Power unless with the knowledye and 
consent of the British Government. In other words, we vave the Sul- 
tan of Atchin a guarantee of the integrity of his dominions, and 
exacted in return an absolute monopoly of trade with his 
country. If this strange Treaty were still in force, there is no doubt, 
as Lord Granville says, that the Sultan might justly appeal tous te 
repel any invasion of his territory. In point of fact it has never been 
formally annulled. Lord Granville’s reply is simply that both parties 
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to the Treaty have deliberately violated its provisions, and that, conse- 
quently, it has Jost all authority. ‘The real answer is, that the Sultan 
hws forfeited all claiins against us by himself concluding a Treaty with 
the Dutch in 1857 in direct contradiction with his engagements under 
the ‘Treaty of 1819, Lord Granville is thus amply justified in declaring 
that the Sultan cannot appeal to Great Britain to protect his country 
amuinst invasion ; but it scarcely appears that we should have been able 
toimake so unanowerable a reply if the events uow passing had arisen 
before Dso7, 

This is an example of our colonial policy in those former times, re- 
called the other day for our imuitedion by Lord Grey ; and, though we 
would not for a moment diaparage the wisdom of our predecessors in 
other matters, it will, we Chink, be admitted that we may improve upon 
it in this respect. Anallimice such as that of 1819 is Hable to be un- 








_ derstood ins a very different: sense by a potentiate like the Sultan of 


Atchin and by ourselves. Of course, it would be absurd to deny that 
auch “changed cireumatinees "as Lord Crunville alludes to may justify 
us in modifying such engazements. But the circumstances under 
which we act may often be entirely unintelligible|to our ally. We 
relations with European Powers and obligations to other 
parts of our Empire of which he can take mo account, and 
we can hardly aveid holding out to bin delusive expectations. 
It is probable that in a very similar manner understandings bad 
grown up between the Dutch and the Natives on the West Coast of 
Africa, and that our present entanglements are inJsome measure due 
to our having inherited such supposed engagements It would be 
interesting to know, if it can be known, how imany other Treatics like 
that with Atchin remain uneancelled, though perhaps it nay be wise 
not to stir an inquiry which aight lead to inconvenient revelations. 
Bub it is clear that the less we enter into engayements which are av 
liable to misapprehension the better both for us ond for native Powers ; 
and this is one of the considerations which render it so extremely 
difficult to carry out systematically such a policy as is now recommended 
tous by Lord Grey.

Tenders were received at the Bank of England on the Sth 
ust. for £700,000 in bills on India. The minimum price was 
fixed at 1s. 10d, on all the Presidencies, but the tenders having 
all been under that figure no allotments were made. The fall 
in the exchange is thus very serious, and is undoubtedly owing 
¢0 the large exports of silver to the East by the German Govern- 
ment, in addition to the ordinary mercantile shipments. Rates 
from Shanghai are now telegraphed as ruling at 5s, 8hd., and 
Hong Kong at 4s, 27d. This heavy fall will operate against 
the outturn of goods shipped to China, Straits, and Java. 


At the last meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Hugh 
Mason, the chairman, commented on the fraudulent practices 
of Manchester people in marking goods what they were not, 
both in quality and quantity. He alluded to a case which had 
been before the Courts lately of reels of cotton, marked 100, 
while they contained only fifty yards ; and the manufacturer 
excused himself on the ground that they were intended for ex- 

rt, and not for home use. He again condemned the sizing in 
ong-cluths, which had caused so much mischief in China. The 
Times, in noticing this, says :—“ All Englishmen are proud of 
the enterprise and energy which have won for Manchester the 
command of the cotton-market of the world, and we are propor- 
tionately ashamed of conduct which must in justice forfeit such 
a position. It isa grievous thing that such confessions as we 
have quoted can be made by any English manufacturer ; but, if 
the facts exist, the best course is to let them be publicly known.” 
There is about the same amount of rascality at Manchester as in 
China in adulterating teas, and fraudulently labelling the chests 
to contain a “ fine ” tea instead of a very common quality or rub- 
bish. Let shippers see to it that this silly “custom” is abo- 
lished. It will be seen in another column that Dr. Hassall has 
made a further analysis of stuff called tea, and from the 
decoction has made iuk. 


The English system of measurement has been adopted by the 
International Tonnage Commission sitting at Constantinople. 
The motion for maintaining the English system of measurement 
was brought forward by the Dutch delegate, and was supported 
by all the members of the Commission except the Russian and 
French delegates, who abstained from voting. The Commis- 
sioners adopted the rules laid down in Articles 20 and 21 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, which embody Moorsom’s system 
as the best for ascertaining tonnage capacity. 

At a meeting on the 5th inst. of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China, the resolution, passed on the 15th ult., 
authorising the application for an extension of the bank’s charter 
was confirmed. 


The first annual report of the Bank of Alexandria (Limited), 
to be presented on the 19th inst., shows an available total of 
£116,104, and recommends a distribution of 17s. 6d. per share, 
or at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum, leaving £3,258 to be 
carried forward. This bank was founded in 1872, chiefly by 
members of leading Greek firms, with a capital of £1,000,000, 
of which £500,000 is paid up. 

Ata general board meeting at Liverpool of the Queen In- 
surance Company, an interim dividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent. per annum for the half-year ended the 30th of June was 
declared. 


The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of October amounted tu £29,229, against £31,405 in the 
corresponding period of 1872. The Eastern Extension Austra- 
lasia and China Company’s receipts for the month amounted to 
£17,586. 

The dulness in the Manchester Market has rather increased, 
the advance in the Bank rate to 9 per cent. having induced great 
caution on the part of buyers. In the absence of the usual de- 
mand, producers have abstained from unduly pressing sales, and 
quotations do not show any material change, Put they are to a 
certain extent nominal, owing to the paucity of sales to fully 
test prices. 

Messrs. J. C. Sillar and Co. have been informed by their cor- 
respondents, Messrs, Wolff and Karpelcs, of Hamburg, that the 
damaged tea per steamer Petersburg has been redried and offered 
for sale, but that the attention of the Government has been 
drawn to it, with a view of preventing it. 


A further decline has taken place in Bar Silver, and the price 
has touched 581d. per oz, standard. There is but little demand 
for Mexican Dollars, and the quantity lately on the market has 
been disposed of at 569d. per oz., showing a further decline, the 
price now being the lowest ever known. 


The amount of bullion by the P. and 0. steamer Delhi, which 
left Southampton Thursday, was—in gold, to Singapore (Ba- 
tavia), £2,000; in silver, to Singapore, £25,000 ; to Eianphai 
£030, Total, in gold, £2,000 ; in silver, £25,830. 
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The Produce Markets generally have been extremely quiet during 
the week, and with the exception of a slight decline in Coffee, occasioned 
by increased supplies being placed upon offer, no alteration bas occurred 
in the prices of any article. 

TEA. 

The Tea market is feeling the effect of the enormous importa, 
27,000,000 lbs., during Octuber, mostly per steamer, and now the xail- 
ing ships are arriving, 20,000,000 Ibs. being due all this month ; the 
uncertainty as to the future of the money market (the current rates 
now being 8 per cent. to 10 per cent.) also unhinges matters, — For- 
tunately, leading importers refrain from forcing their teas, but there 
are several pressing sales, and several parcels first crop leaf have been 
sold at 2d. per lb. under what the counterparts realised per steamer two or 
three months ago. Previous to the late arrivals of sailing ships with 
balance of the first crop fine black leaf, a large business was done in 
Indian leaf, arrivals during October beiug 2,700,000 Ibs., nearly the 
whole of this large quantity selling at from 1s. 9d. to 2s, 6d. per Ib., 
partly accounts fur the decline in black leaf at 1a. 6d. to 28., the sup- 
ply of which is known to be under the requirements for the season. 
The important feature of the past week is the action of the Adul- 
teration Act, which has told seriously on the sale of Scented Tea, 
chiefly Canton Caper, medium quality of which during August 
realised 1s. 4d. to Is. 5d., has been sold this week at public 
auction, without reserve, at I4d. to S4d. per Ib., and now that im- 
porters are suffering heavy losses it will soon, we are glad to state, put 
an end to the import of the spurious rubbish received from Canton the 
past few years, Foochuw scented Teas are selling well, owing to their 
paucity, Caper being in especial request at advanced prices. Greens 
have further given way (unduly so), and seem to have attracted the 
attention of speculators ; latest sales of Ping Sueys show 1d. to 2d. 
per lb. decline, the difference between last year’s prices at this time 
averaging 10d. to 1s. per Ib. True in Moyune there is a good prospect, 
as green Tea ig still largely consumed in midland and eastern counties, 
deliveries for October being 992,000 Ibs. Indian leaf : With enormous 
supplies, prices are highly satisfactory on the whole, and this Tea is 
daily increasing in public estimation. Letters appear daily in The 
Tincs on the subject of this branch of Indian enterprise, and several 
writers affirm that the Tea is not sufficiently appreciated, though yet 
admitting it is chiefly used to improve China Tea, and also state we 
are likely to have competitors in the Affghans and other countries ad- 
joiningJNorth- West India, which will materially influence future supplies. 

Messrs, Arthur Capel and Cv.’s Circular says :--The past month has 
been one of great depression in our market, the heavy arrivals, the 
dearness of money, and the working of the Adulteration Act having all 
combined to induce caution on the part of buyers, and with some pres- 
sure to sell both privately and at public auction, prices show a conside- 
rable decline on nearly all kinds of Tea. Notwithstanding this decline 
there has been no revival of demand, and as stocks have accumulated in 
importers’ hands we fear we shall have a quiet market for some time. 
The stock in the United Kingdom on the 3lat ult. was estimated at 
85,609,000 Ibs., against 82,756,000 lbs. last year; and the quantity 
afloat (advices by letter) at 26,752,000 lbs., against 30,270,000 Iba. of 
China Tea, and 1,835,000 Ibs., aguinst 565,000 Ibs. of India Tea last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds : Siftings were, early in the month, saleable 
at full prices, but latterly have been less in request. Some old season's 
broken leaf have sold from &d. to 9d. per lb., showing 4d. to 1d. per Ib. 
decline. In fair to good common the later sales show a decline of 
nearly 1d. per Ib. Fair Kaisows, from 1s. 14d. to 1s. 4d., have been 
better maintained, but in these the reduction has been 4d. per Jb. In 
good to fine business has been moderate, prices ruling slightly in favour 
of buyers. In finest sume few sales have been made at previous rates. 
Pak Lin kinds have been more in demand, and show some recovery 
from the lowest point, finest selling better for export. Black-leaf 
kinds : Common, of old import, have only been saleable at some small 
decline on last month’s prices. Common to fair, of new season, have 
given way 4d. to 1d. per Ib. Fair to good medium, from Is. 2d. to 
Is. 4d., have been difficult of sale at rather lower prices. Good to 
fine, from 1s. 5d. to 1s. 9d., have been fairly saleable, prices showing no 
material change. In finest, from 1s, 10d. to 2s. 2d., a moderate busi- 
ness has been done, the few extra fine on offer still command full prices. 
New-make Canton kinds : Some sales at 11d. to 114d. per Ib. show no 
change of importance ; fair quality, from 1s. 04d. to le. 2d., has lat- 
terly been less in demand ; guod tv fine are in fair request. Oolongs: 
A fair amount of sales have been made at rather better prices, the 
supplies not coming forward so freely. Souchongs have been much 
depressed, especially the good medium to fine kinds, and in some cases 
sales show a decline of fully 2d. to 3d. per Ib. Flowery Pekoes remain 
much as before. In Uncoloured Japans but little has been done, and 
prices show fno alteration. Scented Teus : The Adulteration Act has 
seriously affected the value of Canton Capers, recent sales of which 
show a mnarked decline, in many cases fully 2d. to 3d. per lb. for common 
to fair quality. Foo Chow kinds have been in demand at rather higher 
prices. Canton Orange Pekoes have been difficult of sale, even at the 
low rates current. Foo Chow kinds: Common grades have been in 
larger supply and prices must be quoted lower, say from Is. 34d. to 1s. 
54d. ; goud to tine have only been in limited demand at a decline of 
about ld. per Ib. Green Teas: The market has been much depressed, 
the large quantity offered, and the fear of the Adulteration Act, bis 
caused great indisposition to buy, and the result has heen a continuous 
decline in the value, Ping Sueys, especially highly coloured invoices, 
selling at very low prices. Moyune and Tien Kai kinds have been better 
maintained, but prices of these have been irregular, and all the common 
to medium kinds have sold lower, Some parcels of Canton Gunpowder 
have suld as low as 54d. to 64d. per Ib., showing a nearked decline, the 
Teas being fairly clean. . 

In public sale Thursday 4,851 packages, just arrived, were disposed 
of “without reserve.” 2,040 chests and half-chests good comion to 
fair black-leaf Congou realised 114d. to 1s. 04d. per 1b., being lower; 
1,397 half-chests red-leaf Congou brought 1s, 04d. and 1s, 2d. per lb., 
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being about current rates. Ping Suey and Moyune Green Teas showed 
still further depression. 
SILK. 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.'s Circular says :—There was much 
activity in the Silk market during the first three weeks of last month, 
and considerable business was done, chiefly in China Silk, at somewhat 
improved rates. Since the upward movement of the bank rate to 
8 per cent., however, business has been checked, and operations are 
now confined to the daily wants of the trade; French politics have 
further assisted in restricting business so far as Continental orders are 
concerned. Prices, however, are unchanged, and for gvod Silk very 
firm. Common Tsatlees comprise the bulk of the later arrivals, and 
are difficult to move off. Canton Silk is very flat, and seems to be 
quite neglected for the time. Japan Silk has sold well, all the later 
arrivals having been readily taken at full prices. Bengals are still out 
of favour, and we cannot report any improvement in demand, De- 
liveries of Silk (especially China) are good,

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‘TREATIES WITH ATCHIN AND THE DUTCH 
GOVERNMENT. 

A Blue-book containing the despatches relative to the Treaty 
of 1824, and of the present dispute between the Sultan and the 
Dutch Government, has been published this day, and opens with 
.a letter from the Governor of Singapore to the Colonial-office 
enclosing copies of letters sent and received from the Sultan 
«of Atchin, which are as follows :— 


The Governor of the Straits Settlements to the Sultan of Atchin. 
December 5, 1872. 

Our friend tells us that he hears reports that the Dutch are going to 
.attack his country ; we have heard nothing of this, and we do not 
think it is likely, for the Dutch are like ourselves, and wish to trade 
quietly with the countries round about, and neither they nor we make 
war unless our people are attacked or our traders interfered with. 

Our friend knows that our traders have been often interfered with, 
and their ships and property plundered by people in the neighbourhood 
of Atchin, who call themselves our friend's subjects, and that, when we 
have appealed to our friend for redress, he has replied that he is unable 
to give it, for these people will not mind him, and he has invited us 
and our ships of war to go and punish them, and take redress for these 
“wrongs. 

Our: friend knows that this has happened very often, and even quite 
lately, and many of our subjects have been great sufferers by the con- 
duct of these wicked people. 

Now our ships of war are generally at Singapore, which is a long way 
from Atchin, but the Dutch have ships and soldiers in places in Suma- 
tra near Atchin ; and we think our friend will find that when these 
acts of piracy are committed in future by his wicked subjects, the 
Dutch will be able to send their vessels of war readily to punish them, 
aud put a stop to such wickedness, and thus trade will again be carried 
on in safety with our friend's country and those neighbouring under his 
rule, which will be a good thing both for our friend's country and for 
our own. 

We thank our friend for the bags of pepper which he has sent us, and 
we send our friend a writing case, a pistol, and a few other articles, 
which we ask him to accept as a token of our friendship. 


The Sultan of Atchin to the Governor of the Straits Settlements. 
April 1, 1873. 

We inform our friend that we have received the letter he sent us by 
Captain Scott safely, and with much honour and pleasure, and have 
read his advice truly, and we have received much benefit thereby. Our 
friend informs us that the customs of the Dutch are the same as the 
English, to trade only and not commit oppression on anybody. 

But we remind our friend of the treaty between our ancestor Sultan 
Jowhar al Alam Shah with Sir Stamford Rattles, and that he was helped 
with much expense of money by Sir Stamford Rafiles, and also it was 
agreed that whenever the country of Atchin should be in danger during 
his descendant’s time, it should be helped by the English Government 
to the time of his descendants ; now we expect much aid from our 
friend in this matter with the Dutch, fur from our late ancestor's time 
to ours we have never been friendly with the Dutch Government, and 
have always kept up connection with the English Government ; neither 
do we like the Dutch at all; if our friend were to rule us in any way, 
we should prefer it ten times as much, for we have been accustomed to 
it from long time. 

Now the Dutch Government have come ruining our country with 
four men-of-war ; they have fired from the sea, and killed many of our 
subjects. 

Now, instead of giving our country to the Dutch, it would be far 
better to give it to our friend’s Government; for, for a long time our 
subjects and warriors have wished for this. If there is any reply, an 
early one is requested to this. 

he Governor did not reply to this, but Lord Granville through 
Lord Kimberley instructed him to do so and to inform the Sul- 
tan that Great Britain could not under any circumstances exer- 
cise a protectorate cver Atchin, and that the Sultan must not 
look for any assistance from Great Britain. 





TREATY BETWEEN THE E. I. COMPANY AND THE KING 
OF ATCHIN.—APRIL 22, 1819. 

In consideration of the long and uninterrupted peace, amity, and 
good understanding which has subsisted between the Honourable Eng- 
lish East India Company and his Highness's ancestors, the Kings of 
Atchin, and in order to perpetuate and improve their friendship to the 
advantage and prosperity of their mutual States and subjects, it is here- 
by agreed and determined : 

Article I. 

There shall be a perpetual peace, friendship, and defensive alliance 
between the States, Dominions, and subjects of the High Contracting 
Parties, neither of whom shall give any aid or assistance to the enemies 
of the other. 

Articis II. 

At the request of his Highness, the British Government engages to 
require and to use his influence to effect the removal of Syfful Aulum 
from His Highness’ territories ; and the British Government further 
engages to prohibit him, or any of his family, as far aa they may be 
subject to their authority, from doing or committing in future any act 
or acts, tending to prevent or impede the full re-establishment of his 
Highness, the King engaging himself to place at the disposal of the 
Supreme Government of British India such pension or annuity as it 
may in its wisdom deem meet to recommend for the said Syfful Aulum, 
on the consideration of his retiring to Penang, and engaging to relin- 
quish all claims to the Sovereignty of Atchin within three months of 
the date hereof. 

: Articis III. 

His Highness the King grants to the British Government the free 

trade of all his ports, and engages that the duties on merchandise levied

at these ports shall be fixed and declared, and shall also be payable by 
the resident merchant ; his Highness likewise engages not to grant 
or otherwise a monopoly of the produce of his States by any person 
whatever. 

ARTICLE IV. 

His Highness engages, whenever the British Government may desire, 
to receive and protect an accredited Agent of the British Government 
with a suitable establishment, who shall be permitted to reside at his 
Highness’ Court, for the purpose of conducting the affairs cf the 
Honourable Company. 

ARTICLE V. 

In consideration of the injury which might result to the British trade 
from its exclusion from the ports of his Highness’s States, not at present 
subject to his authority, his Highness agrees and consents that ships 
and vessela of Great Britain shall continue their commercial inter- 
course with the ports of Atchin and Tillamassawy, in the same manner 
as heretofore, unless a tempo blockade of these ports, or either of 
them, shall be established by and with the consent of the British Go- 
vernment or resident authority. It is clearly understood, however, by 
the Contracting Parties, that no warlike stores or arms of any kind shall 
be furnished, given, or sold to any of his Highness’s rebellious subjects 
by the vessels so trading to the aforesaid ports, under penalty of confis- 
cation of ship and cargo. 

Artictp VI. 

His Highness Sree Sultan Alla Iddien Jowhan Aulum Shah agrees, 
promises, and engages himself, his heirs and successors, to exclude the 
subjects of every other European Power, and likewise all Americans, 
from a fixed habitation or residence in hisdominions. He also engages 
not to enter into any negotiations or conclude any Treaty with any 
Power, Prince, or Potentate whatsoever, unless with the knowledge and 
consent of the British Government. 

Article VII. 

His Highness engages not to permit the residence in his Dominions 

of any British subject to, whom the Resident Agent shall offer any 


objection. 
ArticLe VIII. 

The British Government agrees to give and furnish to his Highness, 
without any delay, all the arms and military stores which are detailed. 
in the paper appended to this Treaty, and signed by his Highriess. 
The British Government likewise agrees to advance to his Highness the 
sum of money herein mentioned, as a temporary loan, to be repaid by 
his Highness at his earliest convenience. 


ARTICLE IX. 

This Treaty, consisting of nine Articles, has this day been concluded, 
subject to the ratification of the Governor-General within six months 
from the date hereof ; but it is to be understood that the several pro- 
visions herein contained may be carried into immediate effect, without 
awaiting the said ratification. 

Done at Sridule, near Pider, in the country of Atchin, on the 22nd 
day of April, in the year of our Lord 1819, corresponding with the 
yeur of the Hegira, 1234, and the 26th day of Jamadil Aker.

TREATY BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN AND THE NETHER- 
LANDS, 1824. 
Arricte I. 

The High Contracting Parties engaze to admit the subject of each 
other to trade with their respective possessions in the Eastern Archi- 
pelago, and on the Continent of India, and in Ceylon, upon the footing 
of the most favoured nation ; their respective subjects conforming 
themselves to the local regulations of each Settlement. 

ArticLe II. 

The subjects and vessels of cne nation shall not pay, upon importa- 
tion or exportation, at the ports of the other in the Eastern Seas, any 
duty ata rate beyond the double of that at which the subjects and 
vessels of the nation to which the port belongs are charged. 

The duties paid on exports or imports at a British port on the Con- 
tinent of India, or in Ceylon, on Dutch bottoms, shall be arranged so 
as in no case to be charged at more than double the amount of duties 
paid by British subjects, and on British bottoms. 

In regard to any article upon which nc duty is imposed, when im- 
ported or exported by the subjects or on the vessels of the nation to 
which the port belongs, the duty charged upon the subjects or vessels 
of the other shall in no case exceed 6 per cent. 

Artic. III. 

The High Contracting Parties engage that no Treaty hereafter made 
by either with any native Power in the Eastern Seas shall contain any 
Article tending, either expressly or by the imposition of unequal duties, 
to exclude the trade of the other party from the profits of such native 
Power; and that if, in any Treaty now existing on either part, any 
Article to that effect has been admitted, such Article shall be abrogated 
upon the conclusion of the present Treaty. 

It is understood that, befure the conclusion of the present Treaty, 
communication has been made by each of the Contracting Parties to 
the other, of all Treaties or engagements subsisting between each of 
them respectively, and any native Power in the Eastern Seas ; and that 
the like communication shall be made of all such Treaties concluded. 
by them respectively hereafter. 

Articte IV. ; 

Their Britannic and Netherland Majesties engage to give strict 
orders as well to their civil and military authorities as to their ships of 
war, to respect the freedom of trade established by Articles I., II., and 
IIL. and in no case to impede a free communication of the natives in

spectively, or of the subjects of the two Governments with the ports 
belonging to native Powers. 
ARTICLE V. 


Their Britannic and Netherland Majesties in like manner engage to 
concur effectually in repressing piracy in those Seas; they will not 
grant either asylum or protection to veasels engaged in piracy, and they 
will in no case permit the ships or merchandise captured by such ves- 
sels to be introduced, deposited, or sold in any of their possessions. 


ArticLe VI. 

It is agreed that orders shall be given by the two Governments to 
their officers and agents in the East not to form any new Settlement 
on any of the islands in the Eastern Seas without previous authority 
from their respective Governments in Europe. 

Articte VII. 

The Molucca Islands, and especially Amboyna, Banda, Ternate, and 
their immediate dependencies are excepted from the operation of the 
Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th Articles, until the Netherland Government shall 
think fit to abandon the monopoly of spices; but if the said Govern- 
ment shall, at any timne previous to such abandonment of the monopoly, 
allow the subjects of any Power, other that a native Asiatic Power, to 
carry on any commercial intercourse with the said islands, the subjects 
of his Britannic Majesty shall be admitted to such intercourse upon a 
footing precisely similar. 

ArticLE VIII. 


His Netherland Majesty cedes to his Britannic Majesty all his estab- 
lishments on the Continent of India; and renounces all privileges and 
exemptions enjoyed or claimed in virtue of those establishments. 

ArticLe IX. 

The Factory of Fort Marlborough and all the English Poasessions on 
the Island of Sumatra are hereby ceded to his Netherland Majesty ; 
and his Britannic Majesty further engages that no British Settlement 
shall be formed on that island, nor any Treaty concluded by British 
authority with any native Prince, Chief, or State therein. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Town and Fort of Malacca and its dependencies are hereby 
ceded to his Britannic Majesty ; and his Netherland Majesty engages 
for himself and his subjects never to form any establishment on any 
part of the Peninsula of Malacca, or to conclude any Treaty with any 
native Prince, Chief, or State therein. 

Articis XI. 

His Britannic Majesty withdraws the objections which have been 
made to the occupation of the Island of Billiton and its dependencies 
by the Agents of the Netherland Government. 

ARTICLE XII. 

His Netherland Majesty withdraws the objections which have been 
made to the occupation of the Island of Singapore by the subjects of 
his Britannic Majesty. 

His Britannic Majesty, however, engages that no British establish- 
ment shall be made on the Carimon Isles, or on the Islands of Battam, 
Bintang, Lingin, or on any of the other islands south of the Straits of 
Singapore, nor any Treaty concluded by British authority with the 
Chiefs of those Islands. 

ArticLe XIII. 


All the colonies, ions, and establishments which are ceded by 
the preceding Articles shall be delivered up to the officers of the re- 
spective Sovercigns on the 1st of March, 1825. The fortifications shall 
remain in the state in which they shall be at the period of the notifica- 
tion of this Treaty in India ; but no claim shall be made on either side 
for ordnance, or stores of any description, either left or removed by 
the ceding Power, nor for any arrears of revenue, or any charge of ad- 
ministration whatever. 

ArTICLE XIV. 


All the inhabitants of the territories hereby ceded shall enjoy, for a 
period of six years from the date of the ratification of the present 
Treaty, the liberty of disposing as they please of their property, and 
of transporting themselves, without let or hindrance, to any country to 
which they may wish to remove. 

ArticLe XV. 

The High Contracting Parties that none of the territories or 
establishments mentioned in Articles VIII., IX., X., XI, and XII., shall 
be, at any fime, transferred to any other Power. In case of any of the 
said poaseasions being abandoned by one of the present Contracting 
Parties, the right of occupation thereof shall immediately pass to the 


other. 
ArticLe XVI. 

It is agreed that all accounts and reclamations arising out of the re- 
storation of Java, and other possessions, to the officers of his Nether- 
land Majesty in the East Indies, as well those which were the subject 
of a Convention made at Java on the 24th of June, 1817, between the 
Commissioners of the two nations, as all others, shall be finally and 
completely closed and satisfied, on the payment of the sum of £100,000 
sterling money, to be made in London on the part of the Netherlands, 
before the expiration of the year 1825. 

Articte XVII. 

The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications exchanged 
at London, within three months from the date hereof, or sooner if 
possible. 

In witness whereof, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed the 
game, and affixed thereunto the seals of their arms. ©

TREATY BETWEEN THE NETHERLANDS AND ATCHIN, 
MARCH 30, 1857. 

Whereas the Netherlands Indian (Government and His Highness 

the Sultan of Atjeh, Ala "Oedien Mantsoer Sjah, have thought fit to 
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make a Treaty of Peace, Friendship, and Commerce, in order to pre~ 
serve the friendly feelings existing on both sides, and in order to solidify 
and extend their relations to the benefit of the subjects of their respes-. 
tive empires. 

Wherefore I, Jan van Swieten, General Major, Civil and Military 
Governor of the West Coast of Sumatra, Adjutant to his Majesty the- 
King, on Extraordinary Service, Knight of the Military Order of King- 
William, third class, and of the Lion of the Netherlands, in the name- 
and on behalf of the Netherlands Indian Government, have negotiated’ 
with His Highness the Sultan of Atjeh, and thereby has been produced: 
the following Treaty, subject to the approbation of his Excellency the. 
Governor-General of Netherlands India :— 

ARTICLE I. 

From henceforward there exists constant peace, friendship, and good 
understanding between the Netherlands Indian Government and his 
Highness the Sultan of Atjeh and his descendants and successors. 


Articce II. 

If the subjects of the Netherlands Indimn Government, and the sub- 
jects of his Highness the Sultan of Atjeh will submit themselves to 
the laws of the country, they may trade and go everywhere in pursuit 
of their legitimate advantages, in all the countries belonging to the 
Government, or in all the countries belonging to the Sultan, and they 
may traverse the countries or reside therein enjoying all the righta, ad- 
vantages, and protection for their persons and property that are already 
granted, or shall hereafter be granted, to the subjects or inhabitants of 
the most favoured countries. 

Articre III. 

In regard to protection and assistance both to their ships and vee-- 
sels and to the crews thereof, and in regard to the rights of commerce 
and navigation, the subjects of the Netherlands Indian Government 
and of his Highness ‘the Sultan of Atjeh shall be placed in the same 
position as the most favoured nation, in all the ports both of the 
Netherlands Indian Government and of his Highness the Sultan of 
Atjeh. ; 

All the authorities and officials at the ports and anchorages belonging 
to either of the said parties shall be ordered to be always in readiness 
to afford all possible help to all the said subjects and their ships and 
vessels, and especially to see that they meet with no hindrance in de- 
livering, discharging, or lading goods, or when they require provisions. 
or water. 

This important clause is agreed upon for the encouragement of com- 
merce, navigation, and good feeling between the subjects of both parties. 
ArticLe IV. 

The Netherlands Indian Government and his Highness the Sultan of* 
Atjeh withdraw all demands and pretensions which have been made 
previous to the conclusion of this Treaty, with respect to disputes of 
whatever nature they may have been. 

Further, it is resolved that, when this Treaty shall have been con- 
cluded, all these disputes and demands shall be entirely void and sup-- 
pressed, so that they be never more spoken of. ‘ 

ARTICLE V. 

The Netherlands Indian Government and his Highness the Sultan of 
Atjeh further agree that they will strictly, and by all means in their 
power, watch that there be no pirates or man-stealers within their 
territories or in the seas of their territories, or of other countries where 
they have any influence. 

This shall be opposed by both parties, and those who commit such 
deeds shall be punished. 

By neither party shall any refuge or protection be afforded to any 
one concerned in such things, nor to their vessels. 

By neither party shall pirates’ booty of men, vessels, or goods be al- 
lowed to be brought within their territories or offered for sale therein. 
ArTIcLE VI. 

If ships or vessels belonging to the subjects of either party be in dis- 
tress at sea or stranded, the Netherlands Indian Government and his 
Highness the Sultan of Atjeh shall afford immediate help and protec- 
tion as far as ever possible; and if any kind of stranded articles be 
rescued, whoever saves them shall be suitably rewarded. 

Whoever has a right to such goods may seek the decision of the. 
Governor-General of Netherlands India, or of his Highness the Sultan of" 
Atjeh, as to the remuneration demanded by the person who has rescued. 
them, and this decision must be accepted by him. 

If ships or vessels bearing the Netherlands flag be stranded or lost, 
or if Netherlands subjects or Netherlands Indian subjects, whose ships 
or vessels have been losi, {arrive on the coast of Atjeh, the Atjehan 
authority there shall, as speedily as possible, communicate the fact to- 
the Governor of the West Coast of Sumatra, at Padang, or to any other- 
Netherlands authority at hand. 

Those who have robbed stranded ships or vessels, or have ill-used 
shipwrecked persons, even those who have refused to render due assist- 
ance, shall certainly be severely punished. 

Antiots VIL. 

His Highness the Sultan of Atjeh binds himself to recognise the Go- 
vernor of the Weat Coast of Sumatra, as the representative of his Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General of Netherlands India, and to apply to- 
him in all matters wherein, in regard to the interesta of both parties, 
interference is necessary. 

Anticis VIIT. 


If, hereafter, it should be desirable to arrange any affairs between the 
Netherlands Indian Government and his Highness the Sultan of Atjeh, 
it shall be done by negotiation on both sides in a peaceable way. 

Articis IX. 

This Convention shall be in force as soon as it is ratified by his. 
Excellency the Governor-General of Netherlands India. 

The two Contracting Parties have hereunder set their signatures and 
seals, as proof and sign of attestation. 

Done at Atjeh, in quadruplicate, on the thirtieth of March, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-seven, and the fourth of the month 
Sadban, one thousand two hundred and seventy-three, according to 
Mahommedan computation. (Signed) Van SWLETEx. 
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THE COAL-FIELDS OF CHINA. 

Tt will be remembered that at the meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation held at Bradford in September last, a very interesting 
paper, on the Distribution of Coal in China, was read by Baron 
von Richthofen, and reported in our issue of Sept. 26. This 
paper now forms the subject of an article in the current number 
of Ocean Highways, which concludes with the following re- 
marks :— 

The brief account of the coal-fields of China, which I have given in 
the preceding pages, will suffice to show that the Middle Kingdom is 
among the most favoured countries of the world as regards the distri- 
bution of mineral fuel. I refrain from asserting that it is the most fa- 
voured of all, because I did not work up my notes sufficiently to 
form an estimate of the extent of its coal-bearing ground.* Nor would 
this area, if we were in a position to express it in accurate figures, forma 
satisfactory basis for comparison. It should be borne in mind that 
many other circumstances, besides the area, must be considered for ar- 
Yiving at a point of view from which the share can be determined which 
each separate country has in the advantages that can be derived from 
the aggregate quantity of coal stored up underground. To them belong 
the number and thickness of workable coal-beds ; the quality, from a 
technical point of view, of the coal contained in each of these ; the ease 
with which it can be extracted; the situation with reference to the 
places of present and prospective consumption, and the roads of inter- 
communication ; and, finally, the price of labour. We thus get at a 
complicated calculation, for the solution of which, if different countries 
are to be compared, a great many accurate data are required, vastly 
more accurate than I am able to give in regard to China. Yet we may 
briefly consider the most probable chances respecting the place which 
China occupies among the countries in which nature has deposited her 
treasures of coal. Unbiassed deliberation must convince us that these 
chances are in favour of the probability that the weulth in coal of any 
other country, if equal areas are compared, is eclipsed by the still hidden 
treasures of the basins of the Hwang-ho and Yangtsze-Kiang. It is 
true that the prospective importance of the coal-field of Sz’-chwan bears 
a very favourable ratio to its enormous area, because through its greater 
portion the coal-beds are covered by too great a thickness of superin- 
cumbent strata to become accessible to the miner. It is also true that 
among the numerous small coal districts which are scattered through 
all the maritime provinces there are not many which will be of much 
importance in the future ; and those that will, although of unquestion- 
ably very high value, do not offer any conditions superior to those of 
the average of the coal-fields worked in Europe. The same remark is 
applicable to the great coal-field of southern Hunan and to the smaller 
ones of Honan. But in southern Shansi we meet with such extraor- 
dinary conditions as to make it appear highly probable that this one 
ooal-field outweighs in value others of vastly greater extent. That of 
Sz’-chwan, for instance, although at least three times as large, will, 
for economical importance, never come up to more than e mere frac- 
tion of that of Shansi. All the conditions required for enhancing 
the value of a coal-field are here combined in such a remarkable 1aanner 
as to make the extraction of a very superior coal easier and cheaper 
than in any other known instance, not only near the out-croppings but 
throughout the greater portion of the coal-field; and the quantity of 
of coal available for this cheap extraction is so large that, at the present 
rate of consumption, the world could be supplied from southern Shansi 
alone for several thousand years. I have no reason to detract now from 
the description which I gave of that coal-field immediately after my first 
visit to it :---“‘ Adits, miles in length, could be driven within the body of 
the coal, underneath great thicknesses of superincumbent strata. 
Mining is therefore capable of a practically almost unlimited extension. 
These extraordinary conditions, for which I know of no parallel on the 
globe, will eventually give rise to some curious features in mining. It 
may be predicted, that if a railroad should ever be built from the plain 
to this region—and there is no other means of ever bringing to their 
due account its mineral resources—branches of it will be constructed 
within the body of one or other of those beds of anthracite, which are 
among the thickest and most valuable known anywhere, and continue 
for miles underneath the hills west of the present belt of coal-mines. 
Such a tunnel would allow of putting the produce of the various coal- 
beds immediately on railroad trucks destined for distant places; it 
would also open out extensively the deposits of iron ore and clay.” It 
is obvious that, where conditions such as those here described exist, it 
would be a fallacy to compare one square mile of ground directly with 
the same urea of any of those coal-fields in Europe, where coal is ex- 
tracted from a depth of more than 1,000 feet, with the aid of powerful 
machinery and expensive labour. To what extent the advantages on 
the side of Shansi may be counterbalanced by ths difficulties and ex- 
pense which will attend the construction of a railroad to its mines, 
and by the great distance of these from the sea, it is not easy to eati- 
mate at present. 


It is not now my intention to enter upon the grave considerations 
which the facts I have condensed in this article suggest. It might be 
shown how the advantages which the Chinese derive from their great 
wealth in coal are small, because the means of inter-communication are 
restricted and expensive, the methods of mining imperfect, and steam 
as yet in little use in the country—how in the small beginnings made 
by them towards opening their mines lies the germ for a gigantic com- 
mercial and industrial revolution, which must come sooner or later, 
und will commence with the construction of the first railroad in China, 
not so much because a great quantity of coal exists there, as because 
the coal happens to be stored up in that country, which is also other- 
wise the most productive of all within the temperate zones, the most 
populous of the world, and the only one which still possesses an in- 
finite amount of human labour that is at the same time efficient, skilled, 


* It has been stated repeatedly, and apparently upon my authority, that the extent 
of the Chinese coal-fields is about 400,000 equare miles. I may be allowed to remark 
here that on no occasion have I given any figures in connection with this subject, and 
I believe that those here quoted are much too high. 
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| and very cheap—how, further, those European manufactures which 
| constitute the bulk of the imports of China, and keep up the balance 
of trade, may eventually cease to go from west to cast, while manu- 
factures of a similar kind, made with Chinese labour and Chinese coal, 
may, in the course of time, take the opposite direction, and, together 
with the increasing demand for tea and silk, exert a fearful drain upon 
the precious metals in Europe—how, finally, notwithstanding the great 
advantages which enterprising individuals will undoubtedly derive from 
every improvement an progress in China, each one of the steps which 
must inevitably be made in that direction means change in the distri- 
bution of wealth, and therewith, perhaps, change in the distribution of 
power ; changes indeed which it will be one of the most important, 
but at the same time most difficult, problems to mitigate or to prevent, 


Among the various other consequences which the knowledge of the 
mode of distribution of coal in China must necessarily have in the 
course of time, however long, there is one which is more immediately 
connected with the subject of this paper. It is the construction of a 
railroad to connect Europe, and more especially Russia, with China. 
The somewhat vague and highly impracticable scheme of a line by way 
of Kiakhta to Peking has already been seriously discussed in Europe ; 
and if that were the only possible connection with China, a very long 
time would probably elapse before the execution of the scheme. For, 
apart from the fact that Peking is commercially an unimportant place, 
the line would lead immense distances through inhospitable and nearly 
uninhabited countries ; many large rivers would have to be bridged 
over ; the winters would be snowy and severe ; and coal would, in most 
portions of the railroad, be scarce and expensive. The mode in which 
coal is geographically distributed suggests a different plan, and leads to 
the conviction that there exists only one feasible line by which China 
can possibly be connected with the West. I have described in the fore- 
going pages the occurrence of coal westward to the province of Kansu, 
and shown that it exists there still in large quantity. But the range of 
its distribution continues further West. Several Chinese travellers 
gave me the remarkable information that coal exists along the entire 
trade road from Kansu, through Hami, Barkul, and Ili, tv the Russian 
frontier. In nearly every inn on the road coal is used as fuel, and that 
is clear evidence that it occurs in the neighbourhood in every case. 
With coal from Ili to Kansu, and then from Kansu through Shensi and 
Shansi or Honan to the Lower Hwang-ho and Yangtsze, the railroad 
would havea cheap and abundant support; its construction, with scarcely 
any large river to cross, excepting the upper Hwang-ho, and no mountain 
range to pass over, would be comparatively cheap. At the same time it 
would be the shortest line of connecting the two empires ; the road 
would lead through many important trading centres of Central Asia, 
and be much leas subjected to the evils attending very cold winters 
than ‘the Siberian line. In establishing the connection between the 
net of railroads which will, in the course of time, overspread the im- 
mensely productive and populous regions of China—a country in which 
the astounding amount of inland traffic is a subject of constant amaze- 
ment to the traveller—and Europe, the railroad of Hami and Kansu 
will be among the most revolutionising of those performances by which 
human skill and energy overcomes distances and natural difficulties, as 
it will bridge over those deserts and steppes of Central Asia, which have 
kept races apart for thousands of years and contributed powerfully to 
the long isolation of the Chinese. 


THE HEALTH OF THE CHINA FLEET. 


From the annual report—from which we quoted last week—we ob- 
tain further details saith ralerends to the health of the China Fleet. 
The squadron on the station in 1871 comprised 26 vessels and five gun- 
boats, and there was a detachment of marines in Japan. The total 
number of cases entered on the sick-list was 4,354, which is in the ratio 

of 1451'3 per 1,000, being a reduction, compared with the preceding 
year, equal to 404° per 1,000. Of these 175 were invalided, and 52 
proved fatal, the former being in the ratio of 54°6, and the latter of 
16°2 per 1,000. Compared with the preceding twelve months, there 
was a decrease in the invaliding-rate to the extent of 38°1, and in the 
death-rate of 15°5 per 1,000. The ratio of mortality, however, on this 

station in 1870 was rendered exceptionally high by the loss of Her 
Majesty’s ship Slaney. Excluding the mortality from that catastrophe, 
there was a reduction in the death-rate in the present year, compared 
with 1870, equal to ‘6 per 1,000. In the febrile group of general dis- 

eases there were 353 cuses ; among them were 33 cases of small-pox, 
six of which occurred in the Elk. The cases were contracted at Yoko- 
hama, where it was prevalent, both on shore and among the shipping. 
One case proved fatal—that of a petty officer, a native of the West 
Indies. Thirteen cases occurred in the Ocean. These were contracted. 
at Hong Kong. The other ships in which cases of small-pox occurred 
were—Icarus, 2; Leven, 4; Princess Charlotte, 1 ; Ringdove, 2; Sala- 
mis, 1; and Zebra, 3. The case of a petty officer of the Ringdove proved 
fatal. There were 4 cases of enteric fever, one of which, in the marine 
battalicn, was fatal. The other 3 cases occurred on board the Zebra. 

These were contracted at Hankow. The surgeon of the ship, referring to 
these cases, says :—“ Few places seem 80 well calculated to generate en- 
teric fever as Hankow, or to foster and develop it when introduced. The 
air perpetually kept saturated with odours of putrid and fermenting night 
soil was at times so offensive as almost to sicken one. The China town 
is quite as bad, large tubs of fermenting filth meeting one at frequent 
intervals. The patient whose case terminated fatally had been on 
general leave, which he broke, remaining some twenty-four hours in the 
China quarter of the town, where, I feel quite certain, he contracted the 
disease. The other two cases were more difficult to account for, 
but I am inclined to think that they contracted the disease on 
the ground where the small-armed parties were exercised, where 
the odours are most offensive, and where the men are consequently 
exposed to inhaling this for some hours, and ibly to the danger of 
drinking from the wells in the vicinity. Indeed, it seems wonderful 
that so few cases occurred, where all the elements of fever were s0 
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plentiful ; for if the effluvia escaping through a badly-trapped water- 
closet be capable of producing fatal illness, how much more so are the 
abominable effluvia of Chinese towns and gardens?’ There were 98 
cases of simple continued fever in the Barrosa, 19 in the Marine bat- 
talion. With regard to the latter the surgeon says :—“ I consider the 
combined causes of the disease to have been debauchery, exposure 
to cold, and the foul stenchegs so common at Yokohama, arising 
from collections of human excrementitious matter used as manure. 
The men of the 10th regiment suffered much from typhoid fever 
during their stay at Yokohama.” ‘Fhere were sixteen cases also 
inthe Zebra. Forty-seven cases of ague and 32 of remittent fever were 
under treatment during the year. The remittent fever on board the 
Adventure appeared to have been occasioned by exposure to malarious 
influences while the ship was in dry-dock at Aberdeen or at Hong 
Kong. In the constitutional group of diseases there were 486 cases, of 
diseases of the circulatory system there were 35 cases, 58 of glandular 
disease, 440 of diseases of the respiratory system, and 852 of diseases of 
the digestive system. The ships in which cases uf dysentery were most 
numerous were the Ocean, Princess Charlotte, and Zebra. As to the 
cases in the latter ship, which were contracted at Hankow, the surgeon 
says :—“Iam strongly of opinion that dysentery is almost entirely due 
to the highly malarious character of the place, and its appearance corres- 
ponds with the alternate rising and falling of the water, and consequent 
exposure of drying tracts to the ardent sun. It was absent during the 
steady rise of the river in May, June, and July, although that was by 
far the hottest and most oppressive period of the summer. The same 
water was used for drinking purposes during the first three months, and 
yet there was perfect freedom from the disease both on board and on 
shore, where the Yangtsze water is used in preference to well water, 
and when cleared by alum and filtered is said to be quite safe, the 
only impurity being fine sand. Leave was given just as frequently in 
the first period as in the last, and quite as much, if not more, excesses 
were committed by the men. Dysentery prevailed amongst the 
natives at the same period, showing that there are other causes than 
those arising from the habits or duties of seamen and ship life. Still 
more remarkable is the fact that domestic animals, such as cata and 
dogs, suffer much, and often perish from dysentery, especially dogs of 
the setter, pointer, and retriever class, which being scarce and expensive 
in China, are generally well taken care of, yet are much affected, and I 
can speak from personal observation of the suffering of these animals as 
seen by me when out shooting. It will also be noticed that ships em- 
ployed at sea (as, for instance, Her Majesty's ship Ocean) are compara- 
tively free from dysentery, while ships at Hankow during the summer 
invariably suffer much.” There were 226 cases of disease of the 
urinary system, 11 of diseases of the organs of locomotion, 1818 
of diseases of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, and 83 
cases of unclassed diseases. There were five cases of delirium 
tremens in the squadron during the twelve months, of which three 
proved fatal. Of the total number one occurred in the person of an 
officer, one in a warrant officer, and three in marines. A case of poison- 
ing by mercury occurred in the person of a seaman of the Juno. Under 
the head of wounds, injuries, and drowning, appear 636 cases of wounds 
and injuries, forty of burns and scalds, and nine of submersion and 
drowning, and of these eight of wounds and injuries were invalided ; 
and five of wounds and injuries, and ten of submersion and drowning, 
proved fatal. Of the fatal injuries one man was killed by falling into 
a dry dock, one by falling frum aloft, one man’s skull was fractured in 
a street riot, one sustained ao fatal gun-shot wound in action, and one 
was a case of suicidal wound of an artery. Of the fatal cases of drown- 
ing six fell overboard, three were found drowned, and one was drowned 
by walking over a jetty.

CONSULAR TRADE RETURNS. 
The Reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls upon the manufactures 
and commerce of their various Consular districts has just been 
issued from the Foreign-office. 


VENICE. 

From the statistical returns published of the trade and com- 
merce of Venice for 1872, we find that a very important augmen- 
tation has occurred in the commerce of that port since the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company’s steamers have called there. 
The following figures s for themselves :—In 1872 there was 
an increase in the number of ships to the extent of 178, repre- 
senting a tonnage of 60,664 tons ; and it is worthy of note that 
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the bulk of the increasing importations from foreign countries is 
now brought to Venice by British shipping, the arrivals of which 
continue to increase. 


For the year 1872 the total amount of imports and exports 
show an increase of £1,266,682 over 1871. This increase is 
largely due to the trade with the East Indies, China, and Japan, 
as will be seen by the following statement, showing increased 
importations :-—

A falling off in the export trade with Turkey may, tosome 
extent, be attributed to the circumstance of a reduction made in 
the rate of freight by the French Messageries steamers from 
Marseilles to the East, and the consequent diminution in the 
amount of goods sent from Switzerland to Venice for shipment to 
Egypt and Turkey ; but as the Peninsular and Oriental Company 
have since modified their rates of freight, and the Trinacria line 
of weekly mail steamers between Venice, the Pireeus, and Con- 
stantinople, has been running since the present year, the transit 
trade with Switzerland is again returning to Venice. 


Sarecon—Cocuin CuHIna. 


A report has been issued by Acting Consul Hauschild on the 
trade and commerce of Saigon during the year 1872. From it we 
learn the following :—The commercial crisis which visited the 
colony, although resulting in the failure of speculators, has had 
the salutary effect of checking the pernicious system of granting 
cree to Chinese adventurers, and has puta stop to reckless over- 
trading. 

There has been an increase in the number of British ships en- 
tered at this port. The export of rice in 1872 shows a decrease 
of 1,100,000 piculs as compared with the preceding year, the 
total quantity of rice exported in 1872 being 3,878,014 piculs, 
against 4,982,320 piculs in 1871. The total export of cotton in 
1872 amounted to 50,000 piculs, or 2,000 piculs more than in 
1871. The whole of the cotton produced in the colony finds ita 
way to Hong Kong. 

e production of silk in Cochin China is yet in its infancy, 
but owing to energetic efforts on the part of an enterprising 
French firm, it bids fair to be rapidly developed. 

The sugar factory of the tado-Chiness Su Company 
(Limited), has been disposed of to the original proprietors. 
Great difficulties are encountered in the way of obtaining labour, 
but it is hoped that ultimately the efforts of the proprietors will 
be crowned with success. 

The production of pepper is represented as being very small, 
scarcely amounting to one-fourth of the quantity exported from 
Saigon. The greater La of the exports is derived from Cam- 
bodia. The opium and spirit farms have realised the same price 
as last year, but the gambling farm was sold for nearly f.1,000,000 
below last year’s revenue. 

JAVA. 


The report issued by Consul McLean on the Trade and Com- 
merce of Java, although very comprehensive and ample in de- 
tail, is unfortunately of little use, as it refers only to the year 
1871. We subjoin a few remarks, which will doubtless be found 
interesting :— 

Coasting trade has been carried on with vigour by the Netherlands 
India Steamship Company, Limited, who during the year have declared 
a dividend of eight per cent. Two new steamers have been added to 
their fleet, which now consists of eleven steamships, with an aggregate 
of 9,827 tons register. During the year the Nederland Company did 
not begin active operations, owing to the non-completion of the four 
steamers building for them in the Clyde. 

The year 1871 closed without seeing the completion of the line to 
Buitenzorg; great delays in litigation having taken place with reference 
to land the possession of which was essential to the enterprise. 

The brighter prospects foreshadowed at the beginning of the year 
1870 were not i and during that entire period the trade in 
almost all deacriptions of staples, as well as fancy goods, was extremely 
depressed.
